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Brutality Suit Names Jordan, Sergeant

A gay man with AIDS has 
named Mayor Frank Jordan 
and a San Francisco Police 
Department sergeant as de¬ 
fendants in a civil suit for 
damages stemming from al¬ 
leged police brutality in a late 
June 1990 incident. 

According to the U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Court suit, which is be¬ 
ing heard this week by Judge 
Barbara Caulfield, Steve 
Hamlin alleges that he was 
subjected to police brutality 
by Sgt. Ron Kern when 
Kern and other officers exe¬ 
cuted a search warrant of his 
premises. 

The suit, which seeks no 
specified money damages, 
was filed after the City Attor¬ 
ney’s Office routinely denied 
Hamlin’s initial claim for 
damage compensation from 
the incident. 

According to Hamlin, the 
incident occurred on the same 
day that ACT UP held a 
demonstration in front of the 
State Insurance Commission¬ 
er’s Office on Van Ness 
Street during the week of the 
Sixth International AIDS 
Conference. 

The suit alleges that Ham¬ 
lin, who was ironically work¬ 
ing inside the building where 
the demonstration took place, 
had returned home just as 12 
officers led by Kern were ex¬ 
ecuting a search warrant at 
his house and forcing the 
front door open. 

“The search was for a mar¬ 
ijuana plant,’’ Hamlin said. 

Hamlin was detained and 
handcuffed, according to the 
suit and seated on a couch 
during the initial part of the 
search. Hamlin said he was 
verbally abused by Kern 
who allegedly threw condoms 
he discovered around the liv¬ 
ing room and shouted, “Safe 
sex, safe sex.”

ACT UP Crashes Bush's Party

Braving polls that show his 
popularity plummeting in 
California, George Bush made 
two campaign stops in the 
state yesterday. One-thou- 
sand-dollar-a-plate banquets in 
San Francisco and Los Ange¬ 
les netted an estimated $2 
million for his re-election 
drive. 

Bush’s visit to San Francis¬ 
co was met by a predominant¬ 
ly gay and lesbian demonstra¬ 
tion of 1,000 people. The 
heavily policed crowd gath¬ 
ered in Union Square, across 
from the St. Francis Hotel 
venue for Bush’s luncheon. 
While Bush inside the ban¬ 
quet hall pushed for limiting 
defense cuts and introducing 
special tax cuts for investors, 
demonstrators outside chant¬ 
ed, “We’re here, we’re queer 
and this is your last year,” 
and, “500,000 dead from AIDS 
— where was George Bush?”

United Way 
Consortium 
Targets 
AIDS Funds

SACRAMENTO - Sacra¬ 
mento community-based orga¬ 
nizations and AIDS groups 
across California are up in 
arms at an attempted 
takeover of state and federal 
AIDS funds in Sacramento 
by United Way and the Sier¬ 
ra Foundation. 

The two groups along with 
five county health agencies 
have formed a group called 
the Regional Aids Planning 
and Coordination Committee, 
which has petitioned the state 
Department of Health Ser¬ 
vices to be designated the re¬ 
gional body responsible for 
AIDS policy development “re¬ 
source allocation decisions.” 

The community-based or¬ 
ganizations that formed a con¬ 
sortium of AIDS agencies in 
the five county area of 
Amador, Calaveras, El Dora¬ 
do, Placer, Sacramento and 
Yolo are characterized by 
RAPCC, in a letter to DHS, 
to be “direct service providers 
— a self-elected body with no 
responsibility to any public 
electoral body for its deci¬ 
sions” and therefore should 
be relegated to an advisory 
role. 

In fact, the Consortium 
was created to meet state re¬ 
quirements for implementa¬ 
tion of the federal funding of 
the Ryan White Act. 

However, RAPCC feels 
that the inclusion of CBOs in 
key policy roles is “contrary 
to the public policy standards 
of the Sacramento region and 
will surely inhibit effective 
planning and resource coordi-

Sailors, Marines Face 
Charges in Bashing

Felony assault with a dead¬ 
ly weapon and hate crime 
charges have been lodged 
against four sailors and two 
Marines who allegedly 
bashed a gay Hispanic man 
in the Castro on Feb. 17. 

U.S. Navy service mem¬ 
bers Ryan Eldred, 19, 
Christopher Hall, 18, Mark 
Parker, 23, Hans Dykes, 18, 
and U.S. Marines Kent 
Wheeler, 20, and Albert 
Schwartz III, 20, were arrest¬ 
ed last week on the charges. 
All are white males. All are 
stationed at Mare Island. 

Eldred was released after 
posting $10,000 bail. The oth¬ 
er suspects remain in custody 
at the Hall of Justice pending 
hearings. 

The incident began shortly 
after midnight at the Phoenix 
Bar, according to Assistant 
District Attorney Ken Cady, 
who heads the San Francisco 
District Attorney Office’s 


Hate Crimes Prosecution 
Unit. 

Cady told the Bay Area 
Reporter that Eldred and 
Hall approached the suspect, 
whose name has not been re¬ 
leased, at the Phoenix shortly 
after midnight on Feb. 17 and 
began “chatting him up.” 

One of the assailants, Cady 
said, made a comment about 
the bar being a “weird place” 
and left the premises. The 
other stayed and continued to 
talk with the victim and then 
sexually solicited him. 

The two then left the bar 
to go to the assailant’s sup¬ 
posed place of residence. Un¬ 
beknownst to the victim, he 
had apparently been set up 
and he was being trailed by 
the remaining assailants. 

“As they left the bar and 
went out on the street, the 
guy who had left the bar ear¬ 
lier appeared and they all 
went down 18th Street to a 
house. As the solicitor acted 
like he was trying to open the 


door, all the guys jumped on 
the victim,” Cady said. 

“He was knocked down 
and struck with a long ob¬ 
ject,” Cady said. 

The victim’s screams sent 
the bashers scattering and he 
was not seriously injured, 
Cady said. 

Eldred and Hall were 
arrested shortly after the inci¬ 
dent. A search revealed both 
to be in felony possession of 
daggers. 

Further investigation led 
to the arrests of the other al¬ 
leged assailants. 

According to Cady, all of 
the suspects have been addi¬ 
tionally charged with felony 
hate crime violations. They 
face state prison terms of two, 
three or four years if con¬ 
victed of the assault with 
deadly weapon charges. If a 
jury finds proof that the 
crimes were motivated by 
hate, each defendant can re¬ 
ceived up to four additional 
years in prison. ▼

Scouts Face Deadline 
On Anti-Gay Practices

The United Way board of 
directors last week accepted 
its Boy Scout Task Force rec¬ 
ommendations that give local 
Boy Scouts councils a dead¬ 
line to stop their anti-gay 
practices. 

The task force recom¬ 
mended that six Bay Area 
Boy Scouts councils be given 
45 days to state whether they 
will conform to the United 
Way’s sexual orientation non¬ 
discrimination policy or stick 
to national Boy Scouts of 
America anti-gay membership 
policies. 

San Francisco Supervisor 
Roberta Achtenberg, a United 
Way board member, said the 
agency should defund the Boy 
Scouts if they refuse to com¬ 
ply. “There is no question 
whatsoever that I will make 
the motion,” said Achtenberg. 

However, Dave Wharton, 
the gay man who chaired the 
United Way Boy Scout Task 
Force, declined to discuss any 
specific actions he would take 
in the future regarding Boy 
Scouts funding, though he did 
say he “would be expected to 
take a leadership position on 


whatever that action would 
be.’’ 

“We want to give the 
Scouts every opportunity to 
do the right thing,” said UW 
spokesman John Stafford. 
“We have no statement and 
no plan. We don’t want to give 
them an ultimatum.” 

Queer Scouts, an activist 
group that has pressured the 
Bay Area United Way to stip¬ 
ulate that its $1 million annu¬ 
al contribution to the Bay 
Area Boy Scouts councils be 
contingent on the Boy Scouts’ 
inclusion of gays, attended 
the Feb. 20 meeting to protest 
what they believe to be weak 
and insufficiently binding rec¬ 
ommendations. 

“If this were about any oth¬ 
er group, the United Way 
wouldn’t even have to form a 
task force,” said John Woods, 
a Queer Scouts member. “By 
the United Way continuing to 
sponsor the Boy Scouts, they 
are allowing them to apply 
18th-century values to the 
20th century. I would hope 
the community would hold 
them accountable for the gay 
teen suicides that will happen 
while we’re waiting.” 

Ken McPherson, a 


spokesman for Forgotten 
Scouts, a national group of 
gay former Scouts, called the 
recommendations “an impor¬ 
tant first step.” 

“We knew the Boy Scouts 
were never going to sign a 45- 
day clause in the first place. A 
clock is ticking. At the end of 
45 days, the defunding pro¬ 
cess should begin,” he said. 

Forgotten Scouts is talking 
with other United Way chap¬ 
ters, including Seattle, 
Philadelphia and Chicago, 
about their support of the 
anti-gay group. 

Two days before the task 
force formally issued its rec¬ 
ommendations, the San Fran¬ 
cisco, Alameda, Contra Costa 
and San Mateo Boy Scouts 
councils denounced the rec¬ 
ommendations 

“We are going to follow 
and adhere to the principles 
and values of the Boy Scouts 
of America. We accept the 
fact that there are homosexu¬ 
als in this country, but we 
have not and will not accept 
avowed homosexuals in our 
organization,” Ken Allen, 
spokesperson for the San 
Francisco Boy Scouts council,

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Activists: 
Passive Smoke 
A Health 
Menace

The hue and cry over Super¬ 
visor Angela Alioto’s proposed 
smoking ordinances is remi¬ 
niscent of debates that raged 
over Prohibition — with a dif¬ 
ference. These days the specter 
of cancer has entered the pic¬ 
ture. One of Alioto’s bills 
would ban smoking in San 
Francisco restaurants. The 
other strengthens curbs 
against tobacco advertising on 
municipal property. 

“58,000 people a year die 
from secondary smoke,” Alioto 
said. “Smoking kills more peo¬ 
ple than any other drug, in¬ 
cluding heroin.” She believes 
the bills are important in 
reducing the city’s liability for 
health care because “smoking 
is so clearly damaging to the 
immune system.” 

“It’s very annoying to sit in 
a restaurant and be surround¬ 
ed by smoke,” Lawrence Wong 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 
Wong is the new openly gay 
chair of Chinese American 
Democrats. 

Last week the club unani¬ 
mously endorsed Alioto’s bills. 
“Chinese Americans have an 
extremely high rate of lung 
cancer,” Wong said. “Chinese- 
American women have the 
highest rate of any group in the 
U.S.” 

The restaurant bill exempts 
the overwhelming majority of 
bars, according to Lester 
Olmstead-Rose of Alioto’s of¬ 
fice. A few bars that share 
premises with restaurants 
could fall under the ban if food 
sales amount to more than 40 
percent of revenues. 

Olmstead-Rose said that a 
bar in a restaurant like 
Leticia’s probably could 
escape the ban if no food is 
served on the bar side. The bar 
in Church St. Station, where 
no food is served and which 
has it own entrance, would be 
exempt. 

San Francisco already nas 
smoking regulations that were 
signed into law by former 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein. That 
law requires a non-smoking 
section in all restaurants but 
permits it to be as small as one 
table. 

“We’re not doing this to 
harass restaurants,” said 
Olmstead-Rose. “Secondary 
smoke is a classic carcinogen, 
and there is no safe level of ex¬ 
posure.” He added that the risk 
is acute among lesbians and 
gay men who may be HIV 
positive. 

“All the information we have 
is that restaurants which ban 
smoking are not harmed finan¬ 
cially,” he said, “but we take 
their worries seriously.” He 
urged restaurant owners, 
workers and patrons to voice 
their views at a public hearing 
to be held next month. 

Like Olmstead-Rose, Naph- 
tali Offen believes that the 
health-care issue is paramount. 
Offen represents Coalition of 
Lavender Americans on 
Smoking and Health 
(CLASH). CLASH asked Ali¬ 
oto to carry the legislation and 
is lobbying supervisors. Harry

Britt has said he plans to back 
the bills while Carole Migden 
has indicated opposition. 

Offen hopes that Migden 
may still come aboard. “She 
was elected as the health super¬ 
visor, after all,” she said. Ac¬ 
cording to Offen, 90 percent of 
smokers have tried to quit. 

Supervisor Roberta Achten- 
berg said, “I’m an asthmatic 
and I don’t go to restaurants 
that don’t offer me a decent 
non-smoking section. 

“I feel that the testimony we 
have heard so far was per¬ 
suasive in terms of the harm-

A gay man and his straight 
roommate have put their mo¬ 
bile home up for sale and 
slapped a million-dollar law¬ 
suit on a Daly City mobile 
home park after repeated al¬ 
leged anti-gay harassment. 

The suit filed in San Ma¬ 
teo County Superior Court 
charges that Rod McLennon 
lost business from his land¬ 
scaping firm and suffered 
defamation of character fol¬ 
lowing repeated run-ins with 
the director of maintenance at 
Franciscan Mobile Country 
Club in Daly City. 

The harassment allegedly 
included anti-gay epithets 
such as “fucking faggots.” In 
one particularly nasty in¬ 
stance, the maintenance direc¬ 
tor told the couple that they 
should “go home and suck 
some dick,” McLennon said. 
He had previously threatened 
to make sure that they never 
worked in the trailer park 


again. 

McLennon said he had affi¬ 
davits from witnesses to the 
anti-gay harassment that will

be introduced in court. 

A trial date is expected to 
be set next month. 

“The harassment contin¬ 
ued after we filed the law¬ 
suit,” McLennon told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “He comes up 
and stares and solicits our 
customers. He used to yell at 
customers, ‘Don’t let those 
faggots work for you,’ ” he 
said. “He seems to be anti-gay 
for some reason.” 


McLennon and his partner 
did landscaping for some of 
the privately owned property 
in the park. 

McLennon said he filed 
the suit against the real estate 
company that owns the court 
and against the director of 
maintenance because the 
company had refused to ter¬ 
minate the individual for the 
alleged harassment. 

“They offered me six 
months free rent but I felt it 
wasn’t enough. All I wanted 
was to have the person fired 
from his position,” McLennon 
said. 

McLennon said that al¬ 
though he received an apolo¬ 
gy from the company, he 
had received no apology from 
the director of maintenance. 

“When I asked what kind 
of reprimand they planned to 
take against him, they told 
me it was none of my busi¬ 
ness.” 

The trailer court has an es¬ 
timated 500 mobile homes at 
the site, McLennon said. ▼

HIV Spread Still 
Plaguing Community

The San Francisco Health 
Department warns that the 
AIDS-triggering HIV virus is 
still spreading through the lo¬ 
cal gay population. 

Although the yearly rate of 
transmission is nowhere near 
the level of the early ’80s, the 
long-term erosion of the gay 
community seems guaranteed 
unless new efforts are made 
to stop the epidemic. 

A Health Department re¬ 
port released this week sum¬ 
marizes the conclusions of a 
group of local epidemiologists 
who met to review recent 
San Francisco AIDS surveys. 

The specialists found that 
4 percent of the city’s popula¬ 
tion, or 28,000 people, are 
HIV positive. This is the high¬ 
est rate of any major city in 
the United States. 

1,000 New Infections 

The group estimated that 
in 1992, 1,000 San Franciscans 
will become infected with 
HIV. Two-thirds of this num¬ 
ber will be gay men. These, 
650 gay men represent 2 per¬ 
cent of the city’s gay popula¬ 
tion, which the Health De¬ 
partment estimates at 32,500. 

A 2 percent incidence rate 


is a sharp increase compared 
with previous predictions. A 
few years ago San Francisco 
AIDS specialists thought HIV 
transmission between gay 
men had virtually ended. 
Two percent still may not 


Analysis 


sound like much, but multi¬ 
plied over the years and 
decades, this modest rate 
would spell doom to most of 
the gay men living here. And 
San Francisco gays are prob¬ 
ably the most sophisticated 
group in the world as far as 
AIDS prevention goes. 

“While a good percentage 
of gay men who are HIV neg¬ 
ative have ways of protecting 
themselves, there is a contin¬ 
uing influx of new people 
into the local community. 
HIV won’t march through the 
community the way it did, 
but it will always be a grim 
background reality,” said 
Kevin McKinney of the 
Health Department’s AIDS 
Surveillance Branch. 

Among injection drug 
users, the AIDS specialists 
thought that the number of 
HIV infections was leveling 
off. 


“If the prevalence of HIV 
infection remains stable 
among injection drug users, 
relatively few new infections 
would be expected for wom¬ 
en and heterosexual men 
(through sexual transmission) 
in the future,” the group said. 

'Second Wave' 

The center of concern is 
that a “second wave” of the 
AIDS epidemic is occurring 
among gay men of color and 
younger gay men. It was esti¬ 
mated that gay and bisexual 
youth, those under 24 years of 
age, are becoming infected 
with HIV at a 4 percent annu¬ 
al rate. This estimate is based 
on last year’s “Young Men’s 
Survey” conducted by the city 
AIDS Office. The survey will 
be repeated later this year to 
give a year-to-year compari¬ 
son. 

“One of the purposes of 
this consensus document is to 
explain why we are concen¬ 
trating AIDS prevention ef¬ 
forts in the highest risk 
groups,” McKinney said. 
“These efforts will have a 
spin-off effect in the other 
groups.” 

The data presented in the 
report do indicate a past

Violation of Bylaws 

Board's Closed 
Meeting Scrapped

The San Francisco Board 
of Education canceled this 
week’s “special meeting” in 
which public comment was to 
have been prohibited and in¬ 
stead conducted a regular 
meeting. 

The regular meeting had 
been changed to a “special 
meeting” in violation of the 
board’s bylaws, which require 
a vote on such moves in or¬ 
der, sources say, to stave off a 
growing dispute between 
BOE President Joanne Miller 
and other members of the 
board and the lesbian and gay 
community. 

“The change from a regu¬ 
lar meeting to a special meet¬ 
ing violated the bylaws. 
There was no vote as re¬ 
quired. The format was 
changed without an open pro¬ 
cess. A special meeting 
should not have been called,” 
said Tom Ammiano, former 
vice president of the board. 

The change in the meet¬ 
ing’s status, which was done 
at the behest of Miller, would 
have nixed the planned com¬ 
ments of representatives of 
the Alice B. Toklas and Har¬ 
vey Milk Lesbian and Gay 
Democratic clubs on Miller’s 
recent re-election as board 
president. 

Miller and other board 
members have been the sub¬ 
ject of intense criticism and 
charges of homophobia by 
lesbian and gay activists con¬ 
cerning her nomination and 
vote for herself as president 
over Ammiano, a gay parent 
and teacher. 

Based on the past practice 


of electing highest vote-get¬ 
ters to the post, Ammiano 
was expected to become pres¬ 
ident in January.

However, Miller was 
renominated and elected, and 
Carlotta Del Portillo was 
elected vice president. 

Miller has denounced 
claims that her vote for her¬ 
self was homophobic and ac¬ 
cused critics of smear tactics 
for raising the issue. 

Lesbian activist Jean Har¬ 
ris, a special assistant to May¬ 
or Frank Jordan, recently crit¬ 
icized the board’s action at a 
BOE committee meeting. 
Harris made it clear that her 
comments were her last offi¬ 
cial act as president of the 
Harvey Milk Lesbian and 
Gay Democratic Club. 

Following Harris’ com¬ 
ments, Miller complained to 
the mayor. Harris and others 
spoke during the public com¬ 
ment section of the Feb. 25 
meeting, reiterating their 
charges concerning Miller. ▼

Log Cabin L.A. Passes 
Pro-Choice Resolution

Cracker Barrel Old Coun¬ 
try Stores this month 
dropped a lawsuit against les¬ 
bian and gay activists whom 
it had restrained from protest¬ 
ing at a Tennessee restaurant.

The protest stemmed from 
the chain’s 1991 decision to 
refuse to hire lesbians and 
gays and to terminate em¬ 
ployees who were discovered 
to be lesbian or gay or 
“whose sexual orientation 
fails to demonstrate normal 
heterosexual values.” 

The 110-store restaurant 
chain, according to the Lamb¬ 
da Legal Defense and Educa¬ 
tion Fund, had used the law¬ 
suit to illegally prevent the ac¬ 
tivists from attending last 
November’s annual stock 
shareholder’s meeting. 

The suit sought to restrain 
the activists’ protests and also 
sought unspecified damages 
from individual activists 
named in the suit, according 
to Paula Ettlebrick, the 
group’s acting executive di¬ 
rector. 

“We stood up to them as a 
community, threatened fur¬ 
ther legal action and they 


have backed down,” Ettle¬ 
brick said. “I hope that Crack¬ 
er Barrel and other compa¬ 
nies like them get the mes¬ 
sage that they cannot intimi¬ 
date the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity.” 

Activists named in the suit 
included Ivy Young of the 
National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force and other ac¬ 
tivists and groups from Geor¬ 
gia and Tennessee. 

Cracker Barrel’s voluntary 
dismissal of the lawsuit came 
shortly before a court hearing 
where the company would 
have been forced to defend its 
actions against the sharehold¬ 
ers and activists whom Lamb¬ 
da represents. 

At the shareholder’s meet¬ 
ing in November, the city of 
Philadelphia and the city of 
New York joined in a share¬ 
holders resolution calling for 
the company to adopt a policy 
of non-discrimination includ¬ 
ing sexual orientation in em¬ 
ployment. 

The city of New York Pen¬ 
sion Funds own 89,000 shares 
of the company’s stock, which 
is valued at more than $3.5 
million. 

Last week the Bay Area 
Reporter revealed that the 
California State Teachers Re¬ 
tirement System owns more 
than $4.5 million of stock in 
the chain. 

The city of San Francisco 
Retirement System owns no 
stock in the company, accord¬ 
ing to Ken Schaefer, a 
spokesman for the agency.

“Despite opposition from 
(religious) fundamentalist ac¬ 
tivists,” Newman said, “we 
have succeeded in retaining 
our charter — to date.” New¬ 
man said the club hopes that 
their pro-choice resolution is a 
step toward attracting new 
women members. ▼

Drawing the Line 

T he Boy Scouts of America, in both word and 
deed, ranks among the largest queer-bashing 
operations in the United States. The powerful 
Boy Scouts of America organization has shown 
a particular interest in bashing those amongst us who 
have the least political, legal or social resources — gay 
youth. 

A position statement issued by the Boy Scouts of 
America declares, in part: “We believe that homosex¬ 
ual conduct is inconsistent with the requirements in 
the Scout Oath that a Scout be morally straight and 
in the Scout Law that a Scout be clean in word and 
deed, and that homosexuals do not provide a desirable 
role model for Scouts. Because of these beliefs, the 
Boy Scouts of America does not accept homosexuals 
as members or as leaders, whether in volunteer or pro¬ 
fessional capacities.” 

Though not a “major donor,” the United Way of the 
Bay Area contributes about $1 million annually to the 
Boy Scouts. For the last five years, the United Way has 
had a policy against disbursing funds to any organi¬ 
zation that discriminates on the basis of sexual orien¬ 
tation. The Boy Scouts have disregarded (and the 
United Way has failed to enforce) this policy for every 
year of the last five years. In response to this obvious 
and long-standing “inconsistency,” the Boy Scout Task 
Force has recommended that, at last, the United Way 
of the Bay Area enforce its anti-discrimination policy 
in regard to homophobia. 

It is important to remember that the action taken 
by the United Way is a first step, and a small one at 
that. Though many of the press reports have cited this 
move by the United Way as a significant “victory,” the 
fight against Boy Scout bigotry is hardly over. Every 
possible pressure must be brought to bear upon the 
Boy Scouts and the United Way to ensure that either 
the Scouts put an end to discrimination or the United 
Way put an end to Scout funding now. 

The gay and lesbian communities cannot afford to 
bargain with the lives of queer children. Where these 
youth are being attacked, that is where the front lines 
in the battle against homophobia must be drawn. And 
these lines must be drawn sharply and without com¬ 
promise. Unless we can take the strongest stand 
against those who attack gay and lesbian youth, all 
other struggles against heterosexism will be futile. T

Protecting the People 


T he central issue of my political career 
has been improved health care. There 
is nothing more important to the health 
of our city and county than reducing ex¬ 
posure to the number one preventable cause 
of death and illness, cigarette smoke. 

I am stunned that the Bay Area Reporter 
would take me to task for proposing two new 
measures to limit tobacco advertising and to 
reduce exposure to deadly secondhand smoke. 

The first piece of legislation bans smoking 
in restaurants. 

San Francisco has one of the most lenient 
ordinances in the country. Under existing law, 
one non-smoking table in a restaurant satisfies 
the requirement for a non-smoking area. 

Over the years I have received a steady 
stream of calls and letters from constituents 
saying that the current requirements do not 
work. These complaints have come increasing¬ 
ly from people who have HIV-related illnesses, 
Chronic Fatigue Syndrome and Environmen¬ 
tal Illness. 

Exposure to smoke inhibits the human im¬ 
mune system, leaving people more suscepti¬ 
ble to illness and opportunistic infection. In 
the age of illnesses that weaken the immune 
system, we cannot leave our community at in¬ 
creased risk. 

Likewise, secondhand smoke increases the 
risk to people who are genetically predisposed 
to cancer. Passive smoking — nonsmokers 
breathing secondhand smoke — kills 53,000 
people every year and is the third-leading 
preventable killer in the country. As public of¬ 
ficials, we have the responsibility to help pro¬ 
tect these people. 

My proposal is an important health-care 


measure. But, just as important, it will not cost 
restaurants, as the tobacco industry claims. 

Twenty-three local governments have 
already passed similar legislation. The 
evidence from San Luis Obispo, Lodi, 
Bellflower, Beverly Hills, Aspen and other 
cities is that business improved or stayed the 
same after their ordinances went into effect. 
Restaurant business will not suffer. 

Nevertheless, I know we are deep in a reces¬ 
sion, and I am extremely sensitive to the con¬ 
cerns of restaurant owners. I have family in the 
restaurant business, and I know how hard they 
have to work to stay profitable. This legisla¬ 
tion will not come before the Supervisors 
again until late March, and I am meeting with 
restaurant owners and workers before then to 
find common ground. 

The second piece of legislation bans tobacco- 
product advertising on city property, making 
law what is now policy. 

Tobacco advertising successfully targets 
young people; 90 percent of all smokers begin 
before they are 21, already addicted as 
adolescents. The city has no business pro¬ 
moting this killer product on our bus shelters, 
on the Muni and at Candlestick. 

I have proposed strong pro-health legislation 
with the help of the Coalition of Lavender- 
Americans on Smoking and Health and the 
Alice B. Toklas and Gay Democratic Club. I 
look forward to the support of the lesbian and 
gay community in this effort.

Smoke Gets in Their Eyes 

Your editorial against Angela Alioto’s tobacco con¬ 
trol ordinances included a great deal of misinforma¬ 
tion. There is not one shred of evidence that going 
smokefree will “help sink many restaurants.” On the 
contrary, all the studies in communities that have gone 
smokefree show that restaurant business is unim¬ 
pacted or actually improves. It is fear of change that 
is driving the opposition to these bills and the cries 
of “We’ll be ruined!” We’ve heard it all before — every 
time an attempt was made to challenge racist, sexist 
or homophobic norms, or, for that matter, any be¬ 
havior that is solidly entrenched. 

You say that “secondhand smoke may be a major 
threat for people who have other ailments” when the 
truth is it is a major threat for everyone — as a matter 
of fact, the third leading cause of preventable death 
in the U.S. The movement to make restaurants 100 
percent smokefree received a boost this year by new 
data that is too compelling to ignore. Consider for ex¬ 
ample, Chinese men smoke at very high rates, Chinese 
women at very low rates. Yet both have enormously 
high rates of lung cancer, confirming the danger of 
secondhand smoke to the non-smoking spouses. 

You say “most waiters and waitresses and 
bartenders don’t particularly mind (the smoke).” How 
do you know that? And what choice have they if they 
do mind in this tough economy? But minding or not 
is no longer the issue. We now know that regular ex¬ 
posure to passive smoke is a major threat to health and 
the government is obligated to protect the quality of 
air in enclosed public places. 

I am most dumbfounded by your conclusion, “As 
more and more people stop smoking, change their 
lifestyles and live healthier lives, the need for these 
regulations will become moot.” How do you think 
such changes are brought about? Someone who has 
just quit smoking has the best chance of refraining if 
the community encourages smokefree spaces. The 
law and cultural norms work hand in hand. The more 
the law promotes a smokefree environment, the fewer 
people will smoke. The fewer people that smoke, the 
more support there will be for laws that promote 
smokefree spaces.

Your Feb. 20 editorial concerning Supervisor 
Angela Alioto’s proposed anti-tobacco legislation 
revealed a poor understanding of worker’s and public 
health issues, an insensitivity to the effects of tobac¬ 
co smoke on people with HIV, and a general inabili¬ 
ty to construct a logical argument. 

First, to assume that “most waiters and waitresses 
and bartenders don’t particularly mind (working in 
a smoke-filled environment), as many of them are 
smokers also” is unscientific at best. Has the B.A.R. 
done a survey of restaurant workers to determine this? 
What about those restaurant workers who, because 
of the depressed economy, cannot afford to leave a job 
where their health is affected by tobacco smoke? 

Secondly, tobacco smoke is an issue with people in¬ 
fected with HIV. At the first hearings of this legisla¬ 
tion, several people with AIDS and HIV testified that 
they are unable to enter restaurants because of the ef¬ 
fect that cigarette smoke has on their immume sys¬ 
tems. This certainly concerns the “basic freedoms” 
of gays and lesbians evoked by your editorial. 

Lastly, to claim that a ban on tobacco advertising 
in Muni shelters and at Candlestick Park is an exam¬ 
ple of how city government “does everything to shoot 
down business and then cannot understand why 
athletic teams leave San Francisco and other 
businesses will follow suit” does not make much 
sense. There are no local tobacco companies that are 
no longer going to be able to advertise. The city will 
lose some money, but how this will cause athletic 
teams and businesses to leave the city was not evident 
even following the bizarre logic of the editorial. 

Small restaurateurs have legitimate fears about a 
ban on smoking in restaurants, especially imposed 
during a recession. The Bay Area Reporter failed to 
explore any of these issues and instead chose to mock 
a health problem that affects over half of gays and les¬ 
bians: the use of tobacco — the only legal products 
which, if used as directed — causes addiction, sickness 
and premature death. It also helps to supplement Jesse 
Helms’ income.

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Who's Pro-Gay, Who Isn't? 


A fter last week’s first-in- 
the-nation primary, the 
picture for the Demo¬ 
cratic Party as to who 
will finally be the nominee 
against President Bush next 
November remains as cloudy 
as before the New Hampshire 
voting. 

Though former Massachu¬ 
setts Sen. Paul Tsongas clear¬ 
ly won the first primary, he 
leaves New Hampshire and 
heads for a series of upcoming 
primaries as the front-runner, 
but Arkansas Gov. Bill Clinton, 
a second-place finisher, for the 
moment at least, becomes the 
party favorite to win the 
nomination at the New York 
convention in July. 

Unless Tsongas can show 
that he is something other than 
a “regional candidate” by win¬ 
ning, or showing well in next 
month’s primaries — particu¬ 
larly the “Super Tuesday” 
series that includes 11 mostly 
Southern states — he will be 
written off as little more than 
another “liberal Greek from 
Massachusetts,” something 
that most Democratic Party 
leaders want to forget. 

However, because Tsongas 
and Clinton are, for the mo¬ 
ment at least, considered the 
two front-runners for their par¬ 
ty nomination, let’s take a 
quick look at their positions on 
gay rights. For my money, we 
can write off Clinton real fast. 
According to a survey released 
last week by the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund, the 
Arkansas governor is the only 
one of the five Democratic 
presidential candidates who 
doesn’t support the “current 
form” of a proposed federal 
gay and lesbian civil rights bill. 

The HRCF recently ques¬ 
tioned all presidential con¬ 
tenders, Democratic and Re¬ 
publican alike. Four Demo¬ 
crats — Clinton, Iowa Sen. 
Tom Harkin, Nebraska Sen. 
Bob Kerrey and Tsongas — 
answered. 

While all the Democratic 
candidates promised to end 
the military’s ban on gays, all 
favored increased AIDS fund¬ 
ing and all stated that they 
would discuss lesbian and gay 
issues during the campaign 
(though to date, only Tsongas 
and Brown have done so). 

Clinton alone dissented on 
support for the gay and lesbian 
civil rights bill that would 
outlaw discrimination based 
on sexual orientation in hous¬ 
ing and employment. 

Therefore, though Clinton 
has to be considered the 
momentary “favorite” to win 
the July nomination, his 
outlook on gay issues is no bet¬ 
ter than that of Bush. 

Tsongas, meanwhile, shines 
in comparison when it comes 
to issues concerning the gay 
and lesbian community. On 
Sunday’s ABC “This Week 
with David Brinkley” show, 
Tsongas, when asked if he 
specifically supported “spou¬ 
sal rights” (domestic partner¬ 
ship) for gays and lesbians, 
replied that he is “willing to 
take a look at it,” adding that 
“I’m strongly in favor of gay 
rights. I’m aggressively in favor 
of equal rights for everyone.” 

Tsongas then went to great 
lengths to point out that he was 
one of the first in Congress to 
sponsor gay rights legislation. 

Clearly, other than perhaps 
Jerry Brown, Tsongas has to be 
considered the best among the 



current crop of Democratic 
candidates on gay and lesbian 
issues. 

Realistically, however, it 
doesn’t appear that Tsongas 
will last until the convention, 
much less be its nominee. If 
Clinton does well, as expected, 
during the upcoming “Super 
Tuesday” contests, it would be 
nearly impossible to deny him 
the nomination, failing the last- 
minute emergence of a candi¬ 
date of say, the prominence of 
a Mario Cuomo. 

How would Clinton shape 
up against Bush in November 
on the gay rights issue? Who 
knows? Most gay and lesbian 
political activists would pre¬ 
sumably not be terribly ex¬ 
cited with the prospects of 
Clinton as the Democratic 
alternative to Bush, but surely, 
he couldn’t be any worse than 
the homophobic occupant of 
the White House. While his 
positions on gay rights seem 
very similar to those of Bush, 
there is always the hope he 
could be educated, something 
that Bush is not the least bit in¬ 
terested in. 

A choice of Clinton or Bush 
in November? It could very 
well happen, but let’s hope for 
something better. And while 
most political observers are 
predicting that Tsongas will 
fade as the upcoming contests 
define him more and more as 
an Eastern “regional” candi¬ 
date, he’s there on our issues. 
Although he’s certainly not as 
charismatic or as exciting as 
we might hope for in a candi¬ 
date, I’m keeping my fingers 
crossed, for the time being, at 
least, for the former senator 
from Massachusetts. 

I do take issue with those, 
however, who say that it is now 
“too late” for a brokered 
Democratic convention to 
realize in July that Bush would 
be the favorite against any of 
the Democratic candidates and 
would then turn to yet another 
“savior” candidate rather than 
let the White House elude the 
party for another four years. 
Hello, Mario? 

Politics & People 

Washington insiders are ex¬ 
cited about the upcoming mar¬ 
riage of Dorothy Bush Le- 
Blond, the president’s daugh¬ 
ter (a devout Republican), to 
Robert Koch, the top aide to 
Rep. Richard Gephardt (D- 
Mo.), one of the most powerful 
congressional members. Koch 
describes himself as a “devout 
lifelong Democrat.” 

Jerry Brown’s populist cam¬ 



paign received a respectable 
13,612 (9 percent) of the vote in 
New Hampshire, and he did 
very well in the Vermont 
caucuses. On Sunday he also 
tied Tsongas in the Maine 
caucuses. Underdog or not, the 
former California governor is 
in this until the convention and 
could be a real player at the 
July nominating confab. 

Celebrities: Philip Norman, 
the unauthorized biographer 
of the new book on rocker 
Elton John (“Elton John: A 
Biography”; Harmony, $22.50) 
says he and John are now 
friends and claims that John 
says he’s now comfortable 
about being gay and is in a 
monogamous relationship 
with a young man named 
“Hugh.” 

And the Los Angeles Times 
tells us this week that designer 
Calvin Klein, who the Times 
says has ceased spending his 
leisure time hanging out “at 
gay bars and vacationing in gay 
enclaves such as Fire Island 
Pines,” remains “noncommit¬ 
tal” on rumors of his gay 
and/or bisexual life, but has 
built a new home with his new 
wife. Good. In 1984, Klein, in a 
Playboy interview, said that 
“having sex with three people 
or five people isn’t really as 
great as having sex with some¬ 
one you’re in love with,” but he 
added that “having anony¬ 
mous sex was pretty great too. 
My best sex was with people 
who didn’t know who I was.” 
Good, Calvin. As the Times 
put it, Klein’s first successful 
fragrance, introduced in 1985, 
characterized his lifestyle. He 
called it ‘Obsession.’ Ah, the 
fast life. 

Rep. Mel Levine will make 
his U.S. Senate candidacy offi¬ 
cial with an announcement 
next week in San Francisco. 
Levine has lined up a number 
of well-known local supporters 
in his race against Leo McCar¬ 
thy and Barbara Boxer for 
retiring Alan Cranston’s seat. 

Incidentally, the Justice 
Department officially ap¬ 
proved California’s congres¬ 
sional reapportionment plan 
last week. California will now 
have a record 52 seats in the 
House starting next year, seven 
more seats than in the current 
delegation. 

Sen. John Seymour, making 
his candidacy official during a 
series of news conferences last 
week, told a crowd in his 
hometown Anaheim that “I 
want to change the business-as- 
usual, good ol’ boys club in the

I f most West Coast ’zine 
freaks felt left out by 
SPEW: The Homograph¬ 
ic Convergence held last 
May in Chicago, fret no more, 
my friends. Because by grace 
of the Goddess, Dennis Coop¬ 
er, and LACE Gallery’s Brad 
Thompson, SPEW 2 will hit 
Los Angeles this weekend for 
the most radical gathering of 
queers ever to assemble in La 
La land short of an AB 101 
demo. 

When I wrote my first col¬ 
umn about ’zines almost a 
year ago for the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, many readers told me 
they’d never even seen a 
fanzine. With names like 
Screambox, Bimbox, 

Fuzzbox, Homoture and Ho¬ 
mocore, these little photo¬ 
copied acts of terrorism were 
a well-kept secret until 
SPEW spit the reality of the 
burgeoning queer publishing 
underground up into the face 
of the mainstream queer na¬ 
tion. 

Promising “no boring pan¬ 
els, no pointless workshops, 
no brainless keynote speech¬ 
es” as well as no sleep, what 
SPEW promised, it more than 
delivered. Organized by 
Chicago’s Randolph Street 
Gallery, ’zine editors came 
from near and far to partici¬ 
pate. Queer ’zines, videos, 
posturing, networking, flirt¬ 
ing, music making and danc¬ 
ing were the order of the 
weekend, and a wonderful 
time was had by all. Best yet, 
’zine editors could finally 
meet all the people whose 
work we’d been reading, and 
all the people we’d been writ¬ 
ing letters to, during the past 
few years. 

Since then, the ’zine prolif¬ 
eration has caught even the 
most die-hard fans somewhat 
by surprise. While slicker gay 
publications without strong 
editorial leadership like 
Out/Look have tried to please 
everyone and managed to 
therefore satisfy no one, 
queer ’zines, with their highly 
individualized perspective 
and low budgets, have 
boomed. 

It doesn’t take a genius to 
figure out why. Many queers 
continue to feel disenfran¬ 
chised from more polite gay 
society. Not seeing their real¬ 
ity reflected in a David Leav¬ 
itt novel or Naiad lesbian ro¬ 
mance, they’re creating some¬ 
thing that does. Access to 
technology, an eye for graph¬ 
ics, healthy doses of both rage 
and humor, and an activist-in¬ 
spired belief in direct action 
have paved the way for a 
whole new generation of writ¬ 
ers to self-publish. 

While the rest of gay soci¬ 
ety builds up its political lead¬ 
ers and tears them down, 
’zine editors have opted for 
self-generated stardom and 
small print runs designed to 
satisfy only the appetites of 


the truly deserving. Most pub¬ 
lishers aren’t interested in 
profits or processing, they just 
want to raise issues, eyebrows 
and consciousnesses. And 
’zine surveyors, anxious to 
read something — anything — 
that takes a stand on an issue 
outside the realm of the sup¬ 
posed editorial objectiveness 
or politely politically correct 
posturing of most gay mags, 
are eating them up. 

While queer ’zines have 
many things in common with 
one another — most noticeably

small budgets and big egos — 
there are some astounding 
differences. Try, for instance, 
to compare Girljock, which is 
semi-glossy, commercially 
printed, and distributed na¬ 
tionally, with Dragnett: The 
Feminist Militant Drag 
Queen Superhero Comic 
With a Mission, which is pho¬ 
tocopied, hand-stapled and 
available only in New York 
from its creator, Hedda Let¬ 
tuce. Compare Thing, a saucy 
Chicago ’zine with its roots in 
the African-American com¬ 
munity and a universal vision, 
to SCAB, which makes no 
bones about the fact that its 
editors would like to see all 
“breeders,” as well as most 
gays and lesbians, blown 
away immediately. 

These and hundreds of 
other ’zines and comic books, 
often with sexually explicit or 
purposefully naughty names 
like Pussy Grazer, Queer 
Fuckers, PC Casualties, 
Tantrum, Agony, Holy Tit 
Clamps, Diseased Pariah 
News, Strange Looking Ex¬ 
ile, HotHead Paisan, and 
Frighten the Horses are in¬ 
creasingly getting media at¬ 


tention and space on gay 
bookstore shelves. Even the 
Advocate’s gotten in on the 
deal, interviewing the 
Bimbox boys last month, de¬ 
spite the fact that Bimbox 
once sentenced the entire 
staff of the Advocate to death 
within its pages. 

Death sentences and self¬ 
promotion aside, however, 
most queer editors are going 
to come to SPEW for one 
reason only. And that is to 
have fun in the sun — precise¬ 
ly what Franco and I need af¬ 
ter two weeks of solid San 
Francisco rain. 

Friday’s opening night par¬ 
ty at the Park Plaza hotel, 
Club Spew, will feature punk 
bands Hole and Glue, lots of 
attitude, and the chance to 
trip out just feet away from 
our rooms. Saturday morning 
we’ll nurse our hangovers, 
grab breakfast, then head out 
for show and tell at LACE, 
the Los Angeles Contempo¬ 
rary Exhibitions, located at 
1804 Industrial St. 

There, we can peruse ev¬ 
eryone’s mags, sell enough 
Cunt and Deneuve to pay for 
our partying, cruise girls, and 
be entertained by performers 
ranging from SF’s Pansy Di¬ 
vision to Diviana Ingravallo. 

From there it’s on to 
Cabaret Spew where we’ll be 
charmed by the likes of SF’s 
own Tribe 8, queer presiden¬ 
tial candidate Joan Jett Blakk, 
drag queen extraordinaire 
Vaginal Creme Davis, and 
lots of radical dykes and fags 
as intent as we are on being 
as raunchy as possible all in 
one weekend. 

Sunday’s set aside for 
“Seedy Celluoid from the 
’Zine Scene,” which translates 
from queer talk to mean 
screenings of lots of low-bud¬ 
get flicks by the likes of Greta 
Snider and Bruce La Bruce. 
And though we may choose 
to view a few, Franco and I 
may well decide instead to hit 
the beach, grab a latte at Lit¬ 
tle Frida’s, and spend our last 
night sweating in sin on the 
dance floor of Club Fuck. 
From there, it’s back home to 
recover and recoup, plot our 
OUTWRITE strategy and 
wonder if, a year from now, 
I’ll be writing yet another col¬ 
umn about ’zines on my way 
off to SPEW 3. T

There's No 
Olympics?

I trudged home from 
teaching an evening 
class last week to hear 
giggles, cheers, hoots 
and hollers coming from the 
living room. My partner was 
not engaging in extra-marital 
adventures, but rather watch¬ 
ing the men’s figure skating 
competition of the Winter 
Olympics, which comes close. 

“They’re all gay!” he ex¬ 
claimed. “Or at least, all the 
good ones are.” 

They also have some of 
the best developed butts and 
legs in the universe, very well 
displayed by their colorful, 
skin-tight costumes. 

It has long been my con¬ 
tention that some sports are 
queerer than others. In partic¬ 
ular, individual sports like 
gymnastics, skating, swim¬ 
ming, tennis, fencing, etc. 
seem to draw gay men signif¬ 
icantly more than team sports 
like baseball, football and 
hockey. My theory is that 
team sports require bonding 
with a crowd and this makes 
concealing deviance more of a 
hassle. 

This theory doesn’t apply 
to women, of course, or if 
does, it would be reversed, 
with heterosexual women 
preferring individual competi¬ 
tion in order to avoid the 
dyke-dominated teams. Esti¬ 
mates of the proportion of les¬ 
bians among women athletes 
vary from a low of 50 percent 
to a high of 90 percent, de¬ 
pending on the specific sport. 

Skating is one of the 
queerest sports. Somewhere 
in junior high the gym coach 
comes around and asks 
“would you like to wear all 
these pads and get run over 
by the 11 largest bullies in the 
school; or would you prefer to 
put on these spangled tights 
so you can do interpretive 
dance on ice?” Only budding 
masochists choose the former. 
Any sport that avoids a fag’s 
notorious ball-throwing in¬ 
competence and also allows 
good wardrobe options (e.g., 
tennis whites, skating tights, 
Speedos) is likely to draw 
gays. 

Figure skating is getting 
almost openly gay. At the last 
Winter Games the gold was 
won by Brian Boitano, and I 
remember the arm-chair ath¬ 
letes nervously discussing his 
merchandising prospects. 

“I just don’t think Brian is, 
uh, macho enough to win the 
really big contracts you might 
otherwise expect as a gold 
medalist,” one said. In other 
words, Brian’s achievements 
were devalued by his orienta¬ 
tion, to the tune of millions of 
dollars. If only he were more 
butch. ... 

The U.S. didn’t win too 
many medals at the Winter 
Games this year; even the de¬ 
funct ex-Soviet Unified Team 
whipped their butt at hockey. 
Most of the medals won were 
brought back by women. 
Now, if we assume that only 
half of the women were les¬ 
bians (using the most conser¬ 
vative of the estimates listed 
above) and that just the 
medal-winning skater, among 
the men, was gay, we can 
conclude that at least a third, 
and maybe half, of America’s 
Olympic medals were won by 
queers. 

This at a time when gays

and lesbians are officially ex¬ 
cluded from the military and 
most police forces. Often it’s 
justifyed by fear of blackmail, 
that old piece of circular log¬ 
ic, or by fear of AIDS, which 
could more logically be used 
to exclude non-lesbian wom¬ 
en. But really it reflects the 
ancient prejudice that faggots 
are wimps. 

It’s ironic that so many 
“Olympic” medals should be 
queer when you consider that 
the “Gay Games” are so 
named because the U.S. 
Olympic committee sued us 
for trying to call them the 
“Gay Olympics.” They allow 
every other group under the 
sun to use the tag, but not us. 
But they’ll let us win their 
medals for them! 

For all the queers on the 
Olympic team, medalists or 
not: Go Girl!

Since President Bush 
spewed on the Japanese 
prime minister, and because 
Democratic presidential can¬ 
didate Paul Tsongas is a 
bone-marrow transplant sur¬ 
vivor, the health of candidates 
has become a minor issue this 
year. I asked Jones, who is an 
HIVer, how this issue would 
affect his own campaign. 

“Actually, my polls show 
that it boosts me a couple of 
points,” Jones said. 

We agreed that this was a 
kind of built-in “term limit” 
effect. 

“No one’s too worried that 
I’m going to be in office for 
20 years,” he said. 

Some of my friends have 
suggested that all elected offi¬ 
cials should be exposed to 
HIV. ▼

'Hollywood Supports' 
Co-Founder Quits Fox

LOS ANGELES - In a 
move that has shocked the en¬ 
tertainment industry, Barry 
Diller, the unpredictable 
chairman of Fox Inc., abrupt¬ 
ly resigned Feb. 24. 

Diller is credited with 
building “the fourth network” 
with innovative television 
programming tactics and 
shows such as “Married With 
Children,” “The Simpsons,” 
“In Living Color,” “The Tracy 
Ullman Show,” and “Beverly 
Hills 90210.” 

Diller made headlines in 
August 1991 by joining many 
prominent Hollywood insid¬ 
ers and stars attending a low- 
key fundraiser for the Nation¬ 
al Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force. 

Prior to that party the Hol¬ 
lywood crowd only attended 
AIDS, not gay civil rights, 
events. 

After the party Diller and 
Rich Jennings, then executive 
director of the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Alliance Against 
Defamation/Los Angeles, be¬ 
gan conversations about AIDS- 
phobia and homophobia in 
Hollywood. The unexpected 
AIDS death of actor Brad 
Davis in September provided 
the impetus for Diller and 
Universal/MCA chief Sid 
Sheinberg to form Hollywood 
Supports, an education and 
advocacy program connected 


with GLAAD/LA and AIDS 
Project Los Angeles for the 
entertainment industry. 

Diller subsequently asked 
Jennings to leave GLAAD 
and head the new program. 

Jennings said he was “very 
surprised” by the unexpected 
resignation. However, Jen¬ 
nings said he “appreciated” 
receiving a personal note 
from Diller “that said we 
could count on him to contin¬ 
ue to be a strong force behind 
Hollywood Supports.” 

“And,” Jennings said, “I 
look forward to continuing to 
work with him in whatever 
capacity.” 

Jennings also said that 
Diller has set up “the best 
(health insurance) protection 
available” for Fox employees 
with HIV or any other life- 
threatening disease. 

“It’s the best I’ve seen,” he 
said. 

Chris Fowler, executive 
director of GLAAD/LA, was 
also surprised. 

“We at GLAAD are very 
happy for Barry Diller,” 
Fowler said. “He’s done great 
work, and I’m confident that 
he will continue to do so 
in whatever he chooses to do. 
I think his commitment to ed¬ 
ucate the entertainment in¬ 
dustry about homophobia and 
AIDSphobia will continue. 
He has a remarkable history 
of recreating himself in ever- 
fascinating fashion.” 


Diller said he planned to 
work for himself, though he 
did not elaborate. Speculation 
is that he wants to either buy 
his own network, reportedly 
NBC and CBS are up for sale, 
or set up his own production 
company. 

Diller also noted in his let¬ 
ter that facing his 50th birth¬ 
day played a part in his deci¬ 
sion to leave. 

“I’ve not had any direct 
discussions with anybody,” 
Diller said. “I think I’ve com¬ 
pleted one phase of my life. 
Now I want to go on to the 
next. I want to put myself a 
bit at risk.” 

Though Diller has a histo¬ 
ry of unexpectedly leaving 
high-profile jobs — Paramount 
Pictures (which he headed at 
32) and ABC — speculation in 
the lesbian, gay and AIDS 
community is that Diller left 
Fox for more personal, un¬ 
specified reasons. As has pre¬ 
viously been noted in print, 
Diller’s best friends are 
record mogul David Geffen, 
who came out in Vanity Fair 
last year, and producer-man¬ 
ager Sandy Gallin, who 
shared some heady times in 
New York City with friends 
Halston and Steve Rubell 
during the heydays of Studio 
54. Halston and Rubell died 
of AIDS. 

Diller is expected to leave 
Fox by April 1 . T

Industries Foundation for 
AIDS, hopes to raise $5 mil¬ 
lion for local AIDS organiza¬ 
tions around the country. 

The tour also hopes to re¬ 
cruit thousands of volunteers 
so moved by the event that 
they become, in effect, an 
AIDS army. 

The Los Angeles leg of the 
tour featured stars such as 
Christopher Reeve, Patti 
Lupone, Marlee Matlin, Ger¬ 
ardo, Lou Diamond Phillips, 
and Michael York. Several of 
the presenters dedicated their 
readings to friends lost or liv¬ 
ing with AIDS or HIV. Julie 
Hagerty spoke of her brother 
Michael, Sally Kirkland 
fought back tears honoring 
Carl Parsons, her manager 
and publicist of 20 years who 
recently died, Bruce Davison 
named his friend Kevin Peter 
Hall, and Judith Light dedicat¬ 
ed her reading to several 
friends including Stephen 
Kolzak and “my dear friend 
Paul Monette” who is living 
with the disease. 

John Forsythe and Hagerty 
read from Perry Tilleraas’ 
“The Color of Light.” Tiller¬ 
aas died of AIDS Sept. 2, 
1991. 

Nell Carter dedicated her 
song “Back in the High Life 
Again” to her brother Dr. 
Bernard Taylor “who is no 
longer in pain.” 

“I love you brother,” she 
said. 

And for all the riveting 
star turns — Olivia Newton- 
John singing “I Honestly Love 
You,” or Salt ’n’ Pepa’s “Let’s 
Talk About Sex,” or cast 
member Evie Tate’s gospel 
version of “This Little Light 
of Mine” — unconditional love 
for the caregivers and people 
with HIV/AIDS was the un- 
controvertable featured play¬ 
er in this production. 

An outstanding ensemble 
cast braved technical audio 
glitches and sang, danced, and 
performed their way through 
vignette after vignette about 
safe sex and the myriad sto¬ 
ries of AIDS. 

One of the most moving 
moments started with hand¬ 
some Sam Harris singing a 
medley of Irving Berlin’s 
“What’ll I Do?” and “Always” 
into “I’ll Be Seeing You.” 
Suddenly Joel Grey walks on¬ 
stage with a single rose and a 
song for his friend “Jonathan 
Wesley Oliver Jr.” Slowly the 
lights change, revealing the 
Quilt behind a translucent 
curtain. As Gray is escorted 
off stage, the Gay Men’s Cho¬ 
rus comes on to sing “Some¬ 
times When We Touch.” 
Quilt panels roll up quietly in 
the background. At the end 
of the song, Harris and a 
women cast member return 
to reprise “What’ll I Do” and 
“I’ll Be Seeing You.” Few 
held back tears. 

The entire production of 
HEART STRINGS was 
taped for a two-hour ABC 
special to air in June. Accord¬ 
ing to executive producer 
Joseph Lovett, the Centers for 
Disease Control will provide 
800 numbers following the 
broadcast for information 
about the latest clinical drug 
trials. People will also be 
able to find out where they 
can volunteer in their own 
area. 

Not everybody was 
pleased with the production. 
Mr. Mom, a Queer National, 
was upset that the show 
seemed cleaned up for gener¬ 
al consumption with no real

underscoring that mostly gay 
men have died from AIDS on 
the Republican administra¬ 
tion watch. 

However, the production 
did not shy away from same 
gender intimacy, espcially in 
dance numbers, and in the 
second half of the show, sev¬ 
eral of the presenters specifi¬ 
cally addressed the moral or 
religious leaders “concerned 
about impropriety over hu¬ 
man life,” as Marlee Matlin 
said. A stern letter to Presi¬ 
dent Bush was included in 
the program book which au¬ 
dience members were encour¬ 
aged to clip and send. 

witn tne entire Los Ange¬ 
les event underwritten (many 
kudos to Sebastian Interna¬ 
tional’s Club U.N.I.T.E.), orga¬ 
nizers announced that they 
have already raised over 
$700,000.

LAPD's 
Vernon 
Gets Trial

LOSANGELES - A fed¬ 
eral judge has given Assistant 
Los Angeles Police Chief 
Robert Vernon the green 
light in his lawsuit against the 
city and members of the Po¬ 
lice Commission. 

On Feb. 24 U.S. District 
Judge Stephen V. Wilson said 
that Vernon is entitled to a 
trial to determine if indeed he 
is the victim of religious dis¬ 
crimination as he claims in 
his lawsuit. 

The suit, filed last Novem¬ 
ber, charges that an investiga¬ 
tion ordered by city officials 
into whether Vernon’s reli¬ 
gious fundamentalists beliefs 
interfere with his police job 
has had a “chilling effect” on 
his right to express and prac¬ 
tice his religion. Vernon is 
seeking a halt to the investi¬ 
gation and possible punitive 
damages. 

The investigation was or¬ 
dered last June by City Coun- 
cilmember Zev Yaroslavsky 
after testimony by former 
LAPD Assistant Chief Jesse 
Brewer (now a police commis¬ 
sioner) and others charged 
that, among other things, Ver¬ 
non gave preferential treat¬ 
ment to police officers who 
shared his religious convic¬ 
tions and he consulted with 
church elders of his Sun Val¬ 
ley Grace Community Church 
about arresting members of 
Operation Rescue. Vernon 
has denied the charges. 

Of particular concern to 
the lesbian and gay communi¬ 
ty are charges that Vernon is 
homophobic, also detailed in 
testimony to the Christopher 
Commission and widely sus¬ 
pected as the reason the 
LAPD suddenly changed its 
non-aggressive policy toward 
the AB 101 demonstrators. 

Vernon is one of 12 semifi¬ 
nalists currently being judged 
by a panel of seven “diverse” 
Los Angeles community lead¬ 
ers who will help determine 
the new LAPD chief to re¬ 
place retiring Chief Daryl 
Gates. There is no openly les¬ 
bian or gay person on the 
panel. 

“I just can’t imagine how 
anyone would select Robert 
Vernon chief of police,” said 
David Smith, director of 
Communication for the Los 
Angeles Gay and Lesbian 
Community Services Center. 
“Any unconnected observer 
can plainly see that Robert 
Vernon’s religious views in¬ 
fluence the way in which he 
performs his job. I (also) be¬ 
lieve that this lawsuit is a pre¬ 
emptive strike to head off at 
the pass, if you will, these al¬ 
legations being proven true.” 

“What has happened is in¬ 
dicative of a major problem 
between City Hall and the 
gay and lesbian community,” 
Smith said. “It’s as if the en¬ 
tire gay and lesbian issue 
with the LAPD has been 
wiped off the map. Even 
press stories about Vernon no 
longer include allegations of 
rabid homophobia, though 
the Christopher Commission 
equated anti-gay bias with 
racism and sexism. The bot¬ 
tom line is that once again 
we’re being marginalized. I 
definitely see problems on the 
horizon.” ▼ 


Recall Wilson Effort Fails

SACRAMENTO - The re¬ 
call drive against Gov. Pete 
Wilson failed dismally Feb. 
19 when election officials an¬ 
nounced that petitions to oust 
the governor contained less 
than 43,000 verified signa¬ 
tures. 

Anti-Wilson forces needed 
to collect signatures from 
923,937 registered voters to 
force a recall election. 

The recall drive, organized 
by state workers, submitted 
about 100,000 signatures to lo¬ 
cal election officials by the 
Jan. 16 deadline, said Melissa 
Warren, a spokeswoman for 
Secretary of State March 
Fong Eu. 

Local election officials ver¬ 
ified 42,969 signatures but did 
not check another 44,839 sig¬ 


natures when it became clear 
the recall drive would fail, 
Warren said. 

A spokesman for the Re¬ 
publican governor said most 
recall drives fail because they 
are started by special interest 
groups that do not reflect the 
attitudes of the general pub¬ 
lic.

Gay Councilman Organizes 
Boycott of St. Pat's Parade

NEW YORK - Respond¬ 
ing to the call of a gay coun¬ 
cilman, City Council Presi¬ 
dent Andrew Stein and 
Comptroller Elizabeth Holtz- 
man Feb. 21 pledged to boy¬ 
cott the St. Patrick’s Day Pa¬ 
rade if a gay Irish group is 
not allowed to march. 

An assemblywoman and 
two City Council members 
also joined the campaign led 
by Manhattan Councilman 
Tom Duane, who urged New 
York officials from Gov. 
Mario Cuomo on down to 
promise to join the parade 
only if the gay group is per¬ 
mitted to march in a manner 
it finds “acceptable.” 

Duane faxed out pledge 
forms to Cuomo and the en¬ 
tire state Legislature, as well 
as to Mayor David Dinkins 
and city officials. 

Meanwhile, Manhattan 
Judge Kristin Glen has or¬ 
dered attorneys for the New 
York state and county organi¬ 
zations of the Ancient Order 
of Hibernians to try to reach 
a compromise out of court on 
which group will run the St. 
Patrick’s Day Parade March 
17. 

Glen is holding hearings 
on the county organization’s 
suit against the city to reclaim 
the parade permit it has had 
for more than a century as or¬ 
ganizers of the 230-year-old 
parade. 

The Ancient Order of Hi¬ 
bernians, which sponsors the 
parade and has been wracked 
by a bitter internal dispute, 
united earlier this year to of¬ 
ficially ban the Irish Lesbian 


and Gay Organization from 
marching. 

The Hibernians said they 
were basing their action on 
the teachings of the Catholic 
Church. 

“As elected officials ... we 
must affirm the right of gay 
men and lesbians and all peo¬ 
ple to assert their cultural 
pride,” Duane wrote in a let-

ter accompanying the pledge 
forms. 

“In a parade that includes 
not only Irish fraternal organi¬ 
zations, but also Irish Jews, 
Protestants and supporters of 
Joe Doherty, is there not also 
room for the Irish gay men 
and lesbians?” asked Duane, 
who describes himself as the 
council’s first openly gay 
Irish-American member. “For 
me, the issue is not only one 
of inclusion, but also to show 
the world that New York is a 


city of equality, where diver¬ 
sity is not only tolerated but 
celebrated.” 

Holtzman, who is running 
for the Democratic Senate 
nomination, and Manhattan 
Councilwoman Ronnie El- 
dridge — wife of columnist 
Jimmy Breslin—were the first 
to sign on. 

Stein, who is preparing a 
probable bid for mayor, soon 
followed suit, as did Brooklyn 
Councilman Stephen DiBrien- 
za and Manhattan Assembly¬ 
woman Deborah Glick, the 
first openly lesbian member 
of the state Legislature. 

Cuomo spokesman Charles 
Porcari said the Governor’s 
Office had not yet received 
Duane’s fax and could not 
comment on it. 

“When the time is appro¬ 
priate, we’ll make a decision,” 
he said. 

Dinkins, meanwhile, still 
held out hope of reaching an 
agreement with the Hiberni¬ 
ans that would let the group 
march. 

At Dinkins’ urging, the gay 
and lesbian group was al¬ 
lowed to march last year, but 
only at the last minute as 
guests of a division of the Hi¬ 
bernians and without banners 
or placards identifying them¬ 
selves. 

They were joined by the 
mayor and were pelted with 
beer cans, and the division 
that invited them later was 
suspended from the Hiberni¬ 
ans. 

The city Human Rights 
Commission has entered the 
fray, charging the parade 
sponsors with discrimination. 
The case is still pending. ▼ 


Texas Governor: Get a Grip; 
Lawmaker: Reveal HIV Teens

AUSTIN, Texas - Gov. 
Ann Richards said Feb. 24 
that schools and parents 
must come to grips with the 
AIDS epidemic, despite the 
outcome of an investigation 
into reports that a high num¬ 
ber of Northeast Texas teens 
are HIV positive. 

“I think we’re missing the 
point. The point here is not 
whether this specific case is 
accurate or inaccurate,” 
Richards said. “The point is 
that we are experiencing a 
plague in this country with a 
disease that is a killer and 
does not respect where you 
live ... your gender ... your 
sexual preference. No one is 
safe unless they are educated 
about the disease.” 

The Texas Department of 
Health is investigating reports 
that an unusually high num¬ 
ber of students in the North¬ 
east Texas town of Bogata 
have tested positive for HIV. 

Sen. Bill Ratliff, R-Mount 
Pleasant, said he learned Feb. 
21 that senior Health Depart¬ 
ment officials had decided to 
keep the findings secret. The 
state review was requested af¬ 
ter the earlier report was 
questioned. 

Dona Spence, an AIDS 
counselor at Ark-Tex Council 
of Governments, reported six 
students at Rivercrest High 


School near Bogata had test¬ 
ed HIV positive, sparking a 
flurry of publicity because of 
high incidence and rural set¬ 
ting. 

“The damage is done, and 
certainly, if it is not true, peo¬ 
ple have a right to know,” 
Ratliff said. “Having no re¬ 
port released is going to ap¬ 
pear to be confirmation that it 
is true. It is an injustice to the 
people of that community if 
in fact (the incidence of HIV 
cases) are not that serious, 
and they don’t let them 
know.” 

Ratliff said he would seek 
help from Richards and Lt. 
Gov. Bob Bullock to force the 
public disclosure of the state 
Health Department findings. 

Ratliff said his office was 
told by Health Department 
officials that release of any 
audit reports would violate 
the department’s rules regard¬ 
ing confidentiality of HIV-pos¬ 
itive or AIDS patients. 

Richards said she expected 
to hear from Health Depart¬ 
ment officials this week about 
the investigation and that she 
wanted to talk with agency 
officials before she says any¬ 
thing about Ratliffs request. 

Rivercrest Principal Ray 
Miller and others have ques¬ 
tioned Spence’s report along 
with a growing number of 
Northeast Texas officials. She 
is the only source so far for 


the information. 

“I’ve been suspicious all 
along,” he said. “If this all 
turns out to be a big hoax, 
there are a lot of innocent stu¬ 
dents that have suffered be¬ 
cause of this.” 

Spence, 40, stands behind 
the findings she reported two 
weeks ago, but some have 
questioned her credentials 
and her motive. She is seek¬ 
ing state and federal grants to 
open an AIDS clinic in North¬ 
east Texas. 

People magazine reported 
Feb. 23 that Spence claimed 
she was a registered nurse in 
the Army, but Army records 
obtained by the magazine 
showed she was only a medi¬ 
cal laboratory specialist. 

Confronted by the discrep¬ 
ancy, Spence told the maga¬ 
zine she only had “a nursing 
background,” and never was a 
registered nurse. She said she 
made the false claim only be¬ 
cause she was under medica¬ 
tion. 

“I promise you. I am not a 
hoax,” she said. 

At first Spence said a 
blood drive at Rivercrest 
turned up the HIV cases, but 
school officials said no stu¬ 
dent donors at that drive test¬ 
ed positive. Spence now says 
the students learned about 
the risk at the drive, and tests 
in Dallas confirmed they 
were HIV positive. ▼

N.Y. Man Charged 
In Robberies of Gays

NEW YORK - A 24-year- 
old man was in police custody 
Feb. 20, charged with picking 
U P gay men at Greenwich Vil¬ 
lage bars and robbing them in 
their homes after tying them 
up and threatening them with 
a fake gun and stun gun. 

Juan Cuevas was charged 
with three robberies but is 
suspected in at least six cases, 
police said. 

Gay men had reported 
meeting a man who fit 
Cuevas’ description at the 
three bars, Monster, Boots 
and Saddles, and the Dug 
Out, said Sgt. Peter Berry, a 
police spokesman. 

After the victims brought 
the man to their apartments, 
he would threaten them with 
a stun gun and what looked 
like a handgun, tie them up, 
then steal possessions and 
money from them, Berry said. 

No injuries were reported 
and the total amount stolen 
was not immediately avail¬ 
able. 


U.S. AIDS 
Blasted

The Bush administration is 
proposing to boost the nation¬ 
al AIDS budget by 13 percent 
next year. But practically the 
entire increase is a nearly au¬ 
tomatic boost in treatment ex¬ 
penditures through Medi-Cal 
and Medicaid programs for 
the increased number of med¬ 
ically indigent people with 
AIDS. 

Most other programs will 
hardly get enough to make up 
for inflation. 

One area of mounting frus¬ 
tration is the research budget. 
The $873 million slated for 
AIDS research represents a 
3.8 percent increase compared 
with last year. However, the 
medical research costs went 
up by 4 percent to 5 percent 
this year. 

The Bush proposal repre¬ 
sents a paring down of the 
$1.2 billion requested by the 
National Institutes of Health, 
which in turn is less than the 
$1.5 billion originally request¬ 
ed by the individual institutes 
making up the NIH. 

“The additional 3 percent 
in research funding doesn’t 
even make up for inflation 
and is ridiculous, especially 
when it comes just as we 
have the opportunity to study 
new drugs,” said Dr. Mathilde 
Krim, co-founder and acting 
chair of the American Foun¬ 
dation for AIDS Research. 
“With the epidemic increasing 
at 30 percent a year, the lack 
of research money will be 
counter-productive: The re¬ 
sulting deaths will cost the 
country an enormous 
amount.” 

Rather than calling for 
massive increases in the bud¬ 
get of the NIH, as Krim and 
other scientists advocate, 
many activists are concerned 
with the disarray they per¬ 
ceive in the government’s 
AIDS research establishment. 

“It’s so frustrating — the 
system is not set up to deal 
with a health emergency. The 


“We’re hoping that public¬ 
ity of the arrest will bring 
other victims forward,” he 
said.

“Neither the gay communi¬ 
ty nor the police department 
has a effective way of curbing 
this kind of crime,” he added.

scientific research is all inves¬ 
tigator-driven. There are no 
established priorities and no 
timeline for meeting research 
goals,” said Terry Beswick, 
who is AIDS research policy 
director at the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund in Washing¬ 
ton. 

Beswick thinks that rather 
than merely “throwing money 
at the problem,” the govern¬ 
ment has to create an overall 
plan for how to proceed with 
AIDS research. Just better 
communication between re¬ 
searchers would help in 
speeding the dissemination of 
information and reducing du¬ 
plications of effort, he said. 

The NIH is working on a 
strategic plan for AIDS re¬ 
search.

CHICAGO - Gay and 
AIDS activists staged a three¬ 
pronged attack on the admin¬ 
istration of Mayor Richard 
Daley Feb. 20 in the Loop. 

First, leading gay activist 
Rick Garcia returned his 1990 
award from the city’s Com¬ 
mission on Human Relations 
to protest the ruptured rela¬ 
tions between the Daley ad¬ 
ministration and the gay/les¬ 
bian and HIV-impacted com¬ 
munities. 

Next, ACT UP and Aider- 
man Helen Shiller staged a 
protest in Daley Plaza, de¬ 
manding that Daley support 
Shiller’s City Council resolu¬ 
tion to increase the city’s 
AIDS budget from $1 million 
to $2.5 million. 

Then, ACT UP, Garcia 
and friends, and the lover of 
the late AIDS activist Daniel 
Sotomayor loudly disrupted 
CHR’s 47th Annual Luncheon 
and Award Presentation to 
protest CHR’s decision to 
honor Sotomayor, the Daley 
administration’s most aggres¬ 
sive critic on AIDS issues, 
with a posthumous special 
“Chairman’s Award.” 

Standing outside Daley’s 
City Hall office, Garcia told 
reporters, “The Human Rela¬ 
tions Commission of the city 
of Chicago gave me this 
award for my work on the 
passage of Chicago’s Human 
Rights Ordinance. I return it 
today to the hands that gave 
it to me, for in conscience I 
want no part of it. 

“The administration of 
Mayor Richard Daley has ef¬ 
fectively gutted the Commis¬ 
sion on Human Relations. 
The commission’s director, 
Clarence Wood, has disre¬ 
spected minority communi¬ 
ties as well as members of 
Chicago’s City Council.” 

Garcia criticized the city’s 
AIDS budget and then 
blasted CHR for its plans to 
honor Sotomayor three hours 
later at the CHR luncheon. 

“This is an utter travesty!” 
Garcia said. “Daniel Sotomay¬ 
or was the most vocal and 
persistent critic of the Daley 
administration’s insensitivity 
to the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity and its failure to ade¬ 


quately address the AIDS cri¬ 
sis. The Daley administration 
is cynically using Daniel So- 
tomayor’s name to re-write its 
own abysmal history on 
AIDS! Daniel Sotomayor 
can’t be here today to turn 
down his award, something 
he most certainly would have 
done. To honor his spirit, and 
to demand that Mayor 
Richard Daley wake up, I am 
today returning this award.” 

Garcia later told reporters 
that Daley “did not recognize 
Daniel Sotomayor when he 
was alive. The mayor 
shunned Daniel. The mayor 
disrespected Daniel. Don’t 
give us cheap luncheons. 
Don’t give us cheap flowers 
at our funerals. Do something 
about the crisis!” 

In a controversial move, 
Daley sent flowers to and at¬ 
tended Sotomayor’s Feb. 7 
wake. 

Following Garcia’s news 
conference, ACT UP mem¬ 
bers and Alderman Shiller 
gathered in a chilly Daley 
Plaza to demand more city 
money to fight AIDS. 

Twenty-seven of the city’s 
50 aldermen have signed on to 
Shiller’s resolution to boost 
the AIDS budget 150 percent, 
but Daley has said there is no 
money available. 

Chicago spends $241 per 
AIDS case while, for exam¬ 
ple, New York City spends 
$4,968 and Philadelphia 
$2,016, according to the Chica¬ 
go Tribune. 

“There is absolutely no ex¬ 
cuse that in the city of Chica¬ 
go, where there has been 
such an increase in AIDS, 
that we are not addressing it 
as a crisis, that we are not ad¬ 
dressing it as a public-health 
priority, and that we are not 
increasing the funding,” 
Shiller said. 

In response to Daley’s re¬ 
cent claim that the city’s own 
AIDS budget, apart from 
state or federal grants, has 
gone up each year, Shiller 
said, “He is co-opting federal 
funds we’re getting as though 
that were city money. (He is) 
obfuscating and confusing 
what the facts are.” 

Daley has provided no de¬ 
tails on his claim, which was 
made during a Feb. 12 speech 


to the gay Chicago Profes¬ 
sional Networking Associa¬ 
tion. 

As soon as Daley took the 
podium at CHR’s annual 
awards luncheon, Garcia be¬ 
gan marching toward the 
head table screaming that he 
was returning his 1990 award 
to protest the award to So¬ 
tomayor. 

“Tell the truth about 
AIDS!” Garcia also screamed. 

The phrase was Sotomay¬ 
or’s favorite thing to yell at 
Daley. 

Garcia was apprehended 
by Palmer House security be¬ 
fore he reached the front of 
the room. 

But the most dramatic 
scene occurred right in front 
of Daley, where Sotomayor’s 
lover, playwright Scott 
McPherson, in a wheelchair, 
sat and chanted, “Fewer 
awards, more money!” 

McPherson was flanked by 
Sotomayor’s best friend, Lori 
Cannon, and former Windy 
City Times Managing Editor 
Mark Schoofs. 

Daley paused several times 
during his remarks but other¬ 
wise made no response to the 
protesters. 

Palmer House security 
were slow to remove McPher¬ 
son and friends, and Chicago 
police did not appear at the 
site. 

“Tell the truth about 
AIDS!” shouted Cannon, look¬ 
ing Daley directly in the eye 
from some 10 feet away. “You 
are a hypocrite!” 

After several minutes, the 
protesters were escorted 
away by security officers. 

Later in the luncheon, So¬ 
tomayor’s award was present¬ 
ed to his mother and brother 
by Larry McKeon, director of 
CHR’s Advisory Council on 
Gay and Lesbian Issues. 

Sotomayor’s relations with 
his biological family were ap¬ 
parently strained, reportedly 
due to his homosexuality and 
his having AIDS, and some 
activists were also upset at 
CHR’s decision to present the 
award to Sotomayor’s mother 
and brother rather than his 
lover and friends. ▼

Health Worker-to-Patient 
AIDS Risk Found Insignificant

BOSTON — Despite grow¬ 
ing concern and public debate 
regarding the issue of manda¬ 
tory testing of health-care 
workers for the AIDS virus, 
researchers say the risk to pa¬ 
tients appears to be extreme¬ 
ly small. 

To date, the only docu¬ 
mented case in which patients 
apparently contracted the hu¬ 
man immunodeficiency virus 
through health-care channels 
involves a Florida dentist 
who apparently transmitted it 
to five of his patients. 

Given the low probability 
of such transmission, scien¬ 
tists at the Minnesota Depart¬ 
ment of Health in Minneapo¬ 
lis who recently conducted a 
so-called “look back” investi¬ 
gation into the case of an 
HIV-infected family physician 
said routine notification of pa¬ 
tients of such doctors may not 
be necessary. 

The Minnesota episode in¬ 
volved a doctor who per¬ 
formed a variety of proce¬ 
dures — some of them involv¬ 
ing examinations of body cav¬ 
ities or deliveries of babies — 
while he had a severe case of 
dermatitis on his hands and 
forearms that caused blisters 
and oozing sores. 


Although the investigation 
did not turn up evidence that 
the doctor had infected any 
patients, its results “raise im¬ 
portant questions” about 
transmission risks and the 
value of such “look-back” 
probes, Dr. Richard Danila 
and co-researchers said. 

Except under certain cir¬ 
cumstances, the expense of 
such investigations and the 
small likelihood of identifying 
HIV-infected patients means 
the usefulness of such probes 
“is likely to be minimal,” they 
noted recently in The New 
England Journal of Medicine. 

They said the cost of re¬ 
viewing the infected doctor’s 
records and notifying 336 pa¬ 
tients whom he treated dur¬ 
ing a 10-month period came 
to $130,000, or one-third of 
the entire annual budget for 
the Health Department’s 
statewide AIDS and HIV 
surveillance program. 

In addition to being expen¬ 
sive, the investigation caused 
alarm among some of patients 
who were notified, Danila 
said. 

Most people “expressed ex¬ 
treme anxiety and fear after 
receiving their notification let¬ 
ters,” he said. 

Danila said an indirect in¬ 
dication of the level of anxi¬ 


ety was that more than 90 
percent of those who were 
notified underwent HIV tests 
during the first four days of a 
special clinic. 

In addition, he said the 
Health Department received 
about 1,300 phone calls after 
the investigation was an¬ 
nounced. 

He said the Minnesota ex¬ 
perience indicated that a 
number of questions needed 
to be raised before similar 
probes are launched. Among 
those are whether a health¬ 
care worker violated infec¬ 
tion-control practices or other 
standards that placed patients 
at high risk, he said. 

In the Minnesota incident, 
the investigators decided that 
was indeed the case. They 
said even though the HIV-in¬ 
fected doctor wore rubber ex¬ 
amining gloves while he had 
the dermatitis, he still should 
not have carried out proce¬ 
dures that could have ex¬ 
posed patients to his blood. 

They said investigators 
also should ask at the start 
whether any evidence exists 
of HIV transmission to a pa¬ 
tient and whether a look-back 
study has a sufficiently care¬ 
ful design to gather potential¬ 
ly valuable data on HIV trans¬ 
mission risks to patients. T

brick, a former social worker, has been with the agency since 
1986. Founded in 1973, Lambda is the nation’s oldest and 
largest legal organization dedicated to protecting and expand¬ 
ing the rights of lesbian and gay men. In 1983 it won the first 
AIDS discrimination suit in the nation. Based in New York, 
the group also has offices in Los Angeles.

Twenty billboards 
situated above roadways in San Francisco, San Jose, Oak¬ 
land and Sacramento carry the message “You Have the 
Right Not to Remain Silent.” According to a 1991 survey by 
the California State Bar Association, more than half of all 
Californians don’t know what the Bill of Rights is. 


Heroin Making Comeback in New York 

NEW YORK (UPI) — There are signs that heroin is making 
such a strong comeback as the drug of choice in New York 
that sales may be beginning to overshadow crack sales in 
some areas of the city, it was reported Jan. 15. At the same 
time, nasal use of heroin has increased from 25 percent in 
1988 to 38 percent in 1991, reflecting a decline in the use of 
needles as a result of AIDS avoidance awareness, the report 
said. The six-month report of the state’s Division of Sub¬ 
stance Abuse Services said that while cocaine, particularly 
crack, continues to dominate the city’s drug scene, there 
was a dramatic increase — 58 percent — in the first part of 
1991 in heroin emergencies compared with 1990. Cocaine 
sales have shown a decline for the most part, it added.

Russian AIDS Doctors 
Combat Growing Epidemic

Just as the breakup of the 
Soviet Union has created a fu¬ 
ture clouded with uncertain¬ 
ties for its citizens, the pre¬ 
sent social disruption has cre¬ 
ated difficulties in combatting 
the spread of AIDS, two 
Moscow doctors say. 

The doctors, epidemiolo¬ 
gist Irina Yeramova and pedi¬ 
atrician Tatyana Irova, are 
specialists at what was the 
central AIDS clinic in the So¬ 
viet Union. 

“We used to be the ‘All- 
Union’ AIDS clinic, and a 
central clearinghouse for the 
whole country. Now our pre¬ 
sent status is unclear. Citizens 
of the independent republics 
have to receive treatment lo¬ 
cally. Travel to Moscow is 
now longer assisted or en¬ 
couraged,” Yeramova said. 

The two physicians visited 
the Bay Area recently to re¬ 
ceive training from the Cen¬ 
ter for Attitudinal Healing in 
Tiburon. They are learning 
how to organize emotional 
support groups for people 
with AIDS in Russia. Previ¬ 
ously, psychological services 
have been sorely lacking for 
those with the life-threatening 
disease. 

1988 saw the first recorded 
cases of HIV infection in the 
former Soviet Union. The 
transmission of HIV to nearly 
300 children through hospi¬ 
tals’ use of contaminated sy¬ 
ringes was particularly shock¬ 
ing. After that, the doctors 
say, monitoring of medical 
procedures was tightened, 
and there have been no ob¬ 
served cases of hospital- 
spread HIV since April 1990. 


“In the future, the epidem¬ 
ic will not expand via blood 
transfusions and hospitals, but 
through sexual transmission, 
with the number of people 
with HIV doubling in two 
years,” Yeramova said. 

Right now, there are about 
700 known HIVers in Russia 
and the associated indepen¬ 
dent states, including the 300 
children. There have been 66 
actual AIDS diagnoses, more 
than half in children. 

Every time a new person 
with HIV is identified, they 
are subject to an epidemiolog¬ 
ical study that includes trac¬ 
ing of sexual contacts. In addi¬ 
tion, blood donors and preg¬ 
nant women are subject to 
mandatory testing. 

Especially in the 
provinces, horrendous stories 
are told about the stigmatiza¬ 
tion of known HIVers, who 
risk losing their jobs and so¬ 
cial ostracism. Even in the 
major cities, HIV-positives are 
driven underground by homo¬ 
phobia. 

“It’s just a question of time 
before the anti-sodomy laws 
are repealed,” Irova said, 
“but the question of repeal 
has become a political hot 
potato in the conservative cli¬ 
mate that has arisen with the 
disintegration of the econo¬ 
my.” 

The newly formed gay as¬ 
sociation is concentrating on 
initiating social circles and es¬ 
tablishing gay rights. The cre¬ 
ation of an out gay communi¬ 
ty of course is an important 
prerequisite for AIDS preven¬ 
tion work, but actual AIDS 
prevention and educational 
campaigns are going by the 
board. 


“Because of the economic 
crisis, AIDS has been put on 
the back burner by the health 
authorities. Even the Russian 
condoms are a problem be¬ 
cause they’re thick and of 
poor quality. The gay commu¬ 
nity here could make an im¬ 
portant contribution by send¬ 
ing condoms,” Yeramova re¬ 
marked. 

A study she conducted 
through a magazine question¬ 
naire found that only 10 per¬ 
cent of gay men consistently 
use condoms. 

The two doctors are find¬ 
ing themselves forced to go 
begging for medicines in ad¬ 
dition to condoms. The only 
treatment available against 
HIV right now is some do¬ 
mestically made AZT that 
may or may not be identical 
to the version used in the rest 
of the world. Most antibiotics 
are available to some extent, 
but pentamidine and the 
more advanced drugs against 
opportunistic infections are 
largely lacking. 

The International Gay and 
Lesbian Human Rights Com¬ 
mission, based in San Fran¬ 
cisco, is helping to airlift 
loads of medicines and medi¬ 
cal supplies to AIDS facilities 
in the new Confederation of 
Independent States. 

AIDS within the former 
Soviet Union is still largely 
containable, but experience in 
the United States and else¬ 
where shows how quickly the 
epidemic can flare up. It 
would be inexcusable if eco¬ 
nomic crisis coupled with in¬ 
tolerance and passivity lay the 
groundwork for another na¬ 
tional tragedy. ▼

Researchers 
Dismayed 
Over Gallo 
Scandal

In the wake of a blistering 
report from National Institutes 
of Health about Robert Gallo, 
local medical experts are won¬ 
dering how to forge ahead to 
the effort to find a cure for 
AIDS. 

NIH accused Gallo of “an 
unhealthy disregard for 
ethics” and recommended that 
his chief deputy, Mikulas 
Popovic, be barred from 
federal research permanently. 
The report leaves open the 
question of whether or how 
long Gallo can continue to 
function as head of Laboratory 
for Tumor Cell Biology, the na¬ 
tion’s top AIDS research lab.

However, if Secretary of 
Health and Human Services 
Louis Sullivan adopts NIH 
recommendations, the way ap¬ 
pears open to revoking the pa¬ 
tent Gallo and Popovic hold on 
the most widely used HIV test. 

A third Gallo associate, 
Prem Sarin, has been accused 
by congressional investigators 
of helping himself to at least 
$33,000 in bribes from 
“ethical” drug companies. 
Sarin allegedly used a phony 
bank account to hide the 
payments. 

A fourth Gallo associate, 
David Baltimore, resigned as 
president of Rockefeller 
University regarding charges 
he harassed scientists who 
pointed out that a paper he 
published on the immune 
system is fraudulent. 

Molly Cooke, an ethicist 
with University of California 
at San Francisco, told the Bay 
Area Reporter, “This is sad, to 
see a physician of Gallo’s enor¬ 
mous talents undermining his 
work through misplaced 
priorities. As soon as you have 
researchers not giving their 
primary loyalty to scientific in¬ 
tegrity, you have a very bad 
problem.” 

Cooke, who cares for pa¬ 
tients on Ward 86 at San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital, is con¬ 
cerned that the Gallo scandal 
will prove to be a setback in 
terms of the fight to overcome 
HIV. 

“As soon as the idea is rais¬ 
ed that a researcher may care 
more about taking credit for 
his work than advancing 
human understanding, that 
can set back the work,” she

said. “Where you have un¬ 
healthy competition under¬ 
mining the work of others, 
that’s clearly non-productive.” 

Don Francis, who worked 
with Gallo in the mid-’80s, 
feels that Gallo already had im¬ 
peded HIV research 
significantly long before the 
scandal broke. 

“It’s totally accurate,” he said 
of the NIH charge that Gallo 
disregarded ethics. “Although 
within his own corrupt system 
he may think he’s quite honest, 
he clearly caused terrible 
damage in the whole AIDS 
field.” 

Francis left open the ques¬ 
tion as to whether the damage 
exceeds the good accomplish¬ 
ed by other researchers in the 
lab. 

Other researchers raise the 
question whether Gallo 
drove talented people out of 
the field, a conclusion Francis 
endorses emphatically. 

“Gallo has a personality de¬ 
ficiency,” he said. “One of his 
assistants said you should ex¬ 
pect the behavior of a five-year- 
old.” 

Francis, now retired, was ap¬ 
pointed to the mayor’s HIV 
Task Force by former Mayor 
Art Agnos. He worked for the 
Centers for Disease Control 
beginning in 1971. 

Francis echoed the sen¬ 
timents of Cooke about the 
need for collective research. 

“You can’t get along in mod¬ 
ern biology without collabora¬ 
tion,” he said. “What Bob did 
was to use his control of infor¬ 
mation of keep everyone in his 
club. He told me he didn’t want 
us to work with other labs. 
When I started collaborating 
with the French, it marked the 
end of our relationship.” 

Francis described Gallo as a 
“malicious political scientist” 
whose attitude toward co¬ 
workers was “just outlandish.” 

In order for Gallo’s talents to 
have been used properly, Fran¬ 
cis believes there was need for 
a controlling supervisor who 
was aware of personal 
strengths and weaknesses in 
researchers. 

Unfortunately for a lot of 
AIDS sufferers, Gallo’s super¬ 
visor was HHS Secretary 
Margaret Heckler, a former 
congressperson appointed by 
President Reagan. Francis 
remembers Heckler as “a 
defeated political candidate 
who was thought to be incom- 
pent at HHS.” 

There’a a logic to dealing 
with pandemics,” he said, “and 
that logic was totally 
disregarded when Reagan was 
elected, both in respect of 
hepatitis B virus (HBV) and

Company Opens Up ddC Pipeline

In a move sure to bring re¬ 
lief to thousands, the Hoff- 
mann-La Roche company will 
give its experimental AIDS 
drug ddC free to those who 
want to try it in combination 
with AZT. 

However, critics are com¬ 
plaining that the program is 
insufficient to solve a crisis 
brought on by the closure of 
the underground ddC market 
by the Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration. Many will have 
to wait months before they 
get the drug, AIDS activists 
say. 

On Feb. 5, the FDA re¬ 
quested that AIDS treatment 
buyers clubs stop their sales 
of bootlegged ddC because of 
wide variations in the cap¬ 
sules’ ddC content. This left 
the clubs’ 8-10,000 customers 
without supplies of a state of 
the art AIDS therapy. As 
pressure mounted, the FDA 
met separately with activists 
and Hoffmann-La Roche to 
find a solution to the crisis. 

Hoffmann-La Roche al¬ 
ready had an expanded access 
program to distribute free 
ddC to people who had AIDS 
or severe ARC and had fared 
poorly on AZT. These indi¬ 
viduals were supposed to be 
taking ddC alone. Some 4,000 
enrollees currently participate 
in that program, which re¬ 
quires doctors to compile a 
considerable amount of data 
on their patients’ experience 
with the drug. 

Now, Hoffmann-La Roche 
is opening up a simplified 
program for symptomatic 
HIVers with helper T-cell 
counts of 300 or less and 
symptom-free individuals 
with helper T-cell counts of 
less than 200. All physicians 
need do to enroll their pa¬ 
tients is to call the Roche ddC 
coordinating office at 1-800- 
332-2144. 

Once the program is up 
and running (two weeks from 
now), Roche will ship ddC to 
doctors’ patients one or two 
days after physicians certify 
their patients’ eligibility over 
the phone. Paper work will 
consist of a postcard-sized 
form every other month at 
most, the company says. 

“The expanded access pro¬ 
posal for the under-300 people 
is fine, but we’ll see what 
happens to the first patient,” 
commented Karl Owens, 
who, as part of the ACT 
UP/New York Treatment and 
Data Committee, has been a 


severe critic of Roche opera¬ 
tions in the past. 

The catch to all this is the 
fate of the old underground 
ddC buyers who have less 
severely impaired immune 
systems, with helper T-cell 
counts in the 300-500 range 
(800-1,000 is normal). 

According to a Roche 
statement, a second program 
for these people will be de¬ 
signed with input from the 
AIDS community and the 
government. It “will be the 
first time that a so-called 
Large Simple Trial will be 
implemented in the study of 
an experimental AIDS drug. 
Roche will work with several 
community research consortia 
to initiate a trial that could 
potentially involve thousands 
of patients,” the statement 
said. 

This part of Roche’s effort 
has been extensively criti¬ 
cized. Martin Delaney, execu¬ 
tive director of Project In¬ 
form, said, “Roche thought 
they could buy us off with 
buzzwords like ‘community 
input’ and ‘Large Simple Tri¬ 
al.’ But setting up a research 
program for the people over 
300 will take months. We 
want the expanded access 
open to everybody as a treat¬ 
ment program, not a research 
vehicle.” 

Roche spokeswoman 
Darien Wilson told the 
B.A.R., “There is no way to 
say when the new program 
will be set up. The protocol 
has to be discussed with the 
FDA and the AIDS commu¬ 
nity. After we have the first 
program (for those with less 
than 300 helper T-cells) run¬ 
ning, we’ll look at our options 
for the second program.” 

Roche officials reportedly 
told activists last week that 
the second program was

urged on Roche by the FDA. 
But in explaining the reason 
for the making the new pro¬ 
gram a serious data collection 
effort, Wilson didn’t mention 
the FDA at all. 

“Patients in the over-300 
group have not been studied 
before. ddC has not been 
proven beneficial in them. We 
felt more comfortable with 
the under-300 group because 
we have data for those peo¬ 
ple, and we wanted to get the 
drug out quickly,” Wilson 
said. 

According to Delaney, 
“The delays in the second 
program are a certain guaran¬ 
tee that bootlegged ddC will 
continue.” 

There already are rumors 
that ddC sales have resumed 
in some places, although no 
club will admit to this. Last 
week, though, the Healing Al¬ 
ternatives club in San Fran¬ 
cisco sent a letter to its clients 
saying that it is working with 
other clubs to obtain a supply 
of ddC produced under strict 
standards, with more exten¬ 
sive quality control tests than 
in the past. ▼

Dirty Dental Equipment 
Blamed in HIV Transmission 


AIDS Research Budget 
25% Short, Fauci Says

MIAMI — A Miami man 
said he acquired HIV through 
a dentist’s use of contaminat¬ 
ed dental equipment in Mas¬ 
sachusetts, but the president 
of the Florida Dental Associ¬ 
ation called the charge “far¬ 
fetched.” 

James Sharpe Jr., speaking 
at a news conference Feb. 19 
called by attorney Ellis Ru¬ 
bin, said he contracted the 
virus in summer 1989 during 
a visit to an unidentified den¬ 
tist in Springfield, Mass., 
where he lives part time. He 
said he learned he was HIV 
positive in February 1991 af¬ 
ter undergoing tests. 

“I am in no known risk 
group. I’m not gay, bisexual, I 
am not a drug user, I’ve had 
no drug transfusions. I’m 
strong as an ox. I was a busi¬ 
nessman,” said the 46-year-old 
Sharpe, who has 10 children 
and 13 grandchildren. 

The dentist “was not doing 
what he should have been do¬ 
ing and that is to sterilize his 
equipment,” Sharpe said. “It’s 
not necessarily transmitted 
from doctor to patient but 
from patient to patient.” 

Dr. Robert Uchin, presi¬ 
dent of the Florida Dental As¬ 
sociation, said there had been 
no research to link dental vis¬ 
its with AIDS. 

“To create hysteria in the 
mind of the public with some¬ 
thing as far-fetched as this 


seems to me to be stretching 
the usage of the media to re¬ 
port relevant information,” 
Uchin said. 

Kent Taylor, a spokesman 
for the Centers for Disease 
Control in Atlanta, said the 
organization had long advo¬ 
cated sterilization of instru¬ 
ments and said the link was 
“unlikely but possible.” 

Rubin said the ADA and 
the Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol recommend that dentists 
sterilize the hand-held devices 
used for drilling and cleaning 
with the use of autoclaves, de¬ 
vices that steam-clean equip¬ 
ment during a period of about 
45 minutes. 

Rubin said few dentists go 
to the trouble because they 
don’t believe it is a problem. 
The autoclaving devices cost 
from $750-$l,000 and each 
procedure costs $4 to $10, Ru¬ 
bin said. 

Rubin theorized that Dr. 
David Acer of Stuart trans¬ 
mitted AIDS to patient Kim¬ 
berly Bergalis of Fort Pierce 
through the use of the hand¬ 
held devices. Both Acer and 
Bergalis died of the disease 
last year. 

After learning she had 
AIDS, Bergalis dedicated the 
remainder of her life to warn¬ 
ing the public of the dangers 
of contracting the disease 
from health-care providers. 

Genetic testing showed 
that Bergalis was infected by 
Acer, but Uchin said it was 


still unknown how the trans¬ 
mission took place. 

“It is still a mystery how it 
was transmitted,” Uchin said. 
“It could have been a needle 
stick, possibly dental instru¬ 
ments or tools, but it is no 
more likely by the dental tool 
than from other possible 
transmission factors in the of¬ 
fice. 

“The CDC with Acer has 
not been able to identify the 
transfer and there was a 
definitive DNA linkage. Here, 
we have a hypothetical link¬ 
age,” Uchin said. 

Rubin said the high-speed 
hand device used for drilling 
and the slow-speed device 
used for cleanings, along with 
the attached hose, are the 
problem. 

“These are the culprits,” 
the attorney said. “Hundreds 
of thousands of people may 
be inflicted with this terminal 
disease.” 

Rubin said the issue was 
not new. Although no lawsuit 
has been filed on Sharpe’s be¬ 
half, he said he has as many 
as three suits pending in sim¬ 
ilar cases. He also said several 
papers have been published 
on the subject and the need 
for routine autoclaving. 

He said a paper published 
by Dr. David Lewis of the 
University of Georgia this 
month in the Journal of Clin¬ 
ical Microbiology said both 
devices are unsafe. ▼

WASHINGTON - Work 
toward a successful anti-AIDS 
vaccine and treatments for 
the fatal disease could be 
slowed by the administra¬ 
tion’s proposed research bud¬ 
get, the government’s top 
AIDS researcher told a con¬ 
gressional panel Feb 24. 

Dr. Anthony Fauci, direc¬ 
tor of the National Institute of 
Allergy and Infectious Dis¬ 
ease, said the $873 million in 
President Bush’s budget for 
National Institutes of Health 
AIDS research leaves up to 
25 percent of valid studies un¬ 
funded. 

However, Fauci stood by 
his earlier projection that an 
effective AIDS vaccine would 
be developed by the end of 
this decade. 

Testifying before the 
House Subcommittee on 
Health and the Environment, 
Fauci said, “We will not be 
able to do everything that I 
think would be scientifically 
justified. It will not have the 
impact where we won’t be 
able to do something, but we 
may have to delay it or it may 
take a longer period of time 
rather than being able to do it 
as expeditiously as we would 
scientifically like to.” 

As an example, Fauci said 
limited funding for the AIDS 
Clinical Trial Group program, 
which supports study of ex¬ 
perimental drugs at centers 
nationwide, means cutting 


four sites from the 32 pro¬ 
posed. Some centers whose 
grants were being renewed 
face budget cuts of up to 40 
percent. 

“So the impact... would be 
slowing down things that 
need to be accelerated, such 
as the vaccine development, 
the drug development, the 
clinical trials,” Fauci said. 

“(If) it’s something you 
might project you can get 
done in a few years, three or 
four years, (it) may take two 
or three years longer,” he 
said. 

Among programs cut from 
National Institutes of Health 
proposals is a $15 million in¬ 
vestigation into the transmis¬ 
sion of AIDS during pregnan¬ 
cy and at birth. 

Opening the session, Rep. 
Henry Waxman, D-Calif., crit¬ 
icized the Bush budget and 
called administration claims 
of increased AIDS spending a 
“political sham.” 

“The growth in the Bush 
AIDS budget is not because 
of investments in research or 
prevention or expansion of 
health services,” Waxman 
said. “The growth is because 
more and more Americans 
are dying of AIDS and they are 
eligible for basic safety net 
programs because they are el¬ 
derly, disabled, veterans or 
poor.” 

“Calling this AIDS spend¬ 
ing’ is a deliberate and politi¬ 
cal sham,” he said. ▼ 


AIDS Jumps to No. 11 
Leading Cause of Death

ATLANTA — American 
life expectancy has reached a 
record 75.3 years with further 
decreases in heart disease and 
stroke fatalities but AIDS has 
advanced from 15th to 11th 
place among the leading caus¬ 
es of death, the federal Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control re¬ 
ported Feb. 20. 

The CDC figures were 
based on the year 1989. In 
that year, “overall life ex¬ 
pectancy at birth reached a 
record high of 75.3 years,” the 
CDC said, “up from 74.9 years 
for the previous year.” Life 
expectancy for women, how¬ 
ever, increased to 78.6 years 
compared with 71.8 years for 
males. 

“The difference in life ex¬ 
pectancy between males and 
females has narrowed since 
the late 1970s; however, wom¬ 
en are still expected to outlive 
men by an average of 6.8 
years,” the CDC said. 

The death rates for heart 
disease and stroke dropped 
6.3 percent and 5.7 percent re¬ 
spectively in 1989. From 1979- 
1989, heart disease deaths 
have been cut by nearly 22 
percent and those for stroke 
by nearly 33 percent. 

Rates for eight other of the 
15 leading causes of death 
also dropped in 1989, with 
deaths from atherosclerosis 
(hardening of the arteries) de¬ 
clining by 14.7 percent, the 
largest decline among the 15 
top causes of death. 

Mortality from the second 
leading cause of death, can¬ 


cer, increased slightly, by two- 
tenths of 1 percent, the CDC 
reported. 

AIDS moved from 15th to 
11th place among the leading 
causes of death, the CDC said. 
For the age group 25-44, HIV 
infection was the second lead¬ 
ing cause of death for men 
and the sixth leading cause of 
death for women. 

Although the data com¬ 
piled by the CDC’s National 
Center for Health Statistics 
was for 1989, the latest year 
for which statistics were avail¬ 
able, CDC statistician Marian 
McDorman said provisional 
information indicated a con¬ 
tinuation of the 1989 trends 
into the past two years, with 
the overall death rate contin¬ 
uing to decline. 

Although life expectancy 
increased for whites (76 years), 
it remained unchanged for 
blacks (69.2 years), “resulting 
in a widening gap in life ex¬ 
pectancy between whites and 
blacks. 


The CDC attributed the 
lower life expectancy of 
blacks to a 28 percent in¬ 
crease in AIDS among blacks 
in 1989 and a 5 percent in¬ 
crease in homicides. 

“The most substantial 
change in the number of 
deaths attributed to the 15 
leading causes was for deaths 
due to HIV infection, which 
increased 33 percent,” the 
CDC said. “The recognition of 
a disease and its emergence 
as a leading cause of death 
within the same decade is 
without precedent.” 

The 15 leading causes of 
death, in order, are heart dis¬ 
ease, cancer, stroke, accidents, 
chronic obstructive pul¬ 
monary disease, pneumonia 
and influenza, diabetes melli- 
tus, suicide, chronic liver dis¬ 
ease and cirrhosis, homicide, 
HIV infection, kidney disease, 
atherosclerosis, septicemia 
(blood poisoning), and birth 
defects. ▼

5-Minute AIDS Test Effective 
But Don't Wait for It at Clinics

LOS ANGELES - In a 
widely covered news confer¬ 
ence, Suzann Gage, executive 
director of Wholistic Health 
for Women, announced Jan. 
29 that for a fee of $75 her 
AIDS Antibody Testing Ser¬ 
vice would offer a five-minute 
AIDS test to help alleviate 
the intense stress that comes 
from waiting for test results. 

There is usually a two- 
week waiting period at free 
anonymous testing sites while 
test results are sent to outside 
laboratories for scrutiny. 

But a few hours after the 
news conference Gage retract¬ 
ed her announcement after re¬ 
ceiving clarification from the 
California Department of 
Health’s Laboratory Field 
Services regulator Ron 
Harkey that any HIV test 
must be performed by a li¬ 
censed clinical laboratory that 
is also enrolled in a proficien¬ 
cy testing program. 

Though Gage, a registered 
nurse, had trained to adminis¬ 
ter the five-minute test, her 
office is not equipped nor li¬ 
censed as a clinical lab. 

The swirl of attention re¬ 
sulting from the news confer¬ 
ence raised more questions 
than were answered in the 
one-minute local television 
news spots — questions of test¬ 
ing reliability, rapid result ac¬ 
cessibility, health apartheid, 
and whether a five-minute 
HIV screening test is the 
wave of the future. 

Gage learned about the 
Recombigen HIV-1 Latex Ag¬ 
glutination test from the 
Pasadena-based Open Quest 
Health Center’s Clinic Admin¬ 
istrator Gerrit Crawford. 

Crawford, a registered car- 
dio-pulminary technologist, 
wanted to provide a quick 
HIV test alternative to the 
major tests sites where, he 
said, there is sometimes a 
three-month wait for an ap¬ 
pointment with results de¬ 
layed up to three weeks. 
Forty test sites have been set 
up in Los Angeles County 
during the past seven years. 

After a careful search, 
Crawford found the five- 
minute HIV test kit offered 
by Cambridge BioScience 
(now Cambridge BioTech 
Corp.) The Recombigen HIV- 
1 LA was approved by the 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion in December 1988 and re¬ 
mains the only quick HIV 
screening test so approved. It 
boasts an accuracy rate of 99.4 
percent sensitivity and 99.5 
percent specificity when ad¬ 
ministered by properly 
trained personnel. 

It offers ready-to-use 
reagents, no expensive instru¬ 
mentation, no pipetting and 
disposable components. 

Having managed clinical 
laboratories in California for 
about 21 years, Crawford 
knew but confirmed that state 
regulations granted non-prof¬ 
it, primary care community 
clinics, such as Crawford’s Al¬ 
ternative Health Clinic at the 
Open Quest Health Center, 
exemptions from all but a 
few laboratory requirements. 

However, he only found 
out later that one of those ex¬ 
emptions pertained to HIV 
testing, a fact the manufactur¬ 
er’s regional sales person 
failed to understand as well. 


Hence the resulting confusion 
at the news conference. 

But Crawford remains a 
big fan of the test. 

“Based on countywide 
statistics, more than 90 per¬ 
cent of people who walk 
through the door turn out to 
be HIV negative,” Crawford 
said, noting a Long Beach 
study that indicated that only 
8.8 percent of their walk-ins 
tested positive. 

“We could not understand 
nor condone the 100 percent 
that would have to go 
through the trauma appropri¬ 
ate for only the 10 percent 
having the test. Right now 
everybody is being tortured 
because only 10 percent need 
confirmation. So what we 
wanted to use the test for is 
to screen out that 90 percent 
who are clearly negative and 
them send home. And for the 
10 percent not clearly nega¬ 
tive, we would do standard 
testing with all the appropri¬ 
ate expert mental health 
counseling. We go to great 
lengths to tell people that an 
automatic assumption of HIV- 
positive status is not warrant¬ 
ed,” Crawford said. “The test 
could be in error, there could 
be other influences such as re¬ 
cently having the flu, there 
are some auto-immune dis¬ 
eases that will throw off the 
test. So by giving them all 
this information, they’re sig¬ 
nificantly more comfortable 
waiting for a confirmation fol¬ 
low-up. And we get the lab 
results back in 24 hours for 
both positive and negative 
confirmation.” 

As with any HIV test, 
there is always a possibility of 
a false negative or a false pos¬ 
itive result. But the five- 
minute HIV test specifically 
has it’s critics. One doctor, 
who refused to go on the 
record, said flatly that the test 
is unreliable. 

Crawford disagrees. 

“The test is not unreliable. 
What is unreliable are the 


training, the skills and the 
quality controls of the people 
using the test,” she said. 

But, Crawford acknowl¬ 
edges, “There are drawbacks. 
First of all, because of the im¬ 
mediacy of the test, expert 
professional counseling has to 
be there at the time. And the 
test is very expensive.” 

The cost of each test kit is 
about $14, Crawford said, 
compared to the standard 
Elisa test for about 29 cents 
and “a couple of bucks” for 
the Western Blot. 

Cost is one reason why the 
major anonymous testing sites 
are not using the five-minute 
test already, according to 
David Smith, director of 
Communications for the Gay 
and Lesbian Community Ser¬ 
vices Center, which operates 
the Edelman Anonymous 
Testing Site, the largest in 
Los Angeles. 

The laboratories upon 
which the testing centers rely 
are already set up to work 
with the Elisa and Western 
Blot tests, still the most reli¬ 
able AIDS/HIV antibody test. 
Doug House, director of sales 
and marketing at Cambridge 
BioTech Corp., agrees that the 
reason most testing sites do 
not have the five-minute test 
“is more financial” since “the 
demand would be high” and 
therefore a lab would have to 
“dedicate one trained person 
to run it.” 

To cover costs House sur¬ 
mises a lab might have to 
charge up to $100 and “not 
many people want to do that.” 
However, House disputes the 
cost of the test kits, saying the 
list price is $9 to a lab but 
with a discount for bulk, 
winds up being about $5 per 
kit. Anything over that, 
House said, is “a big mark 
up.” House said their prima¬ 
ry customers are hospitals 
and clinical laboratories that

State AIDS Advisory Panel Formed 

A revitalized and expanded state AIDS Advisory Panel will 
be created under legislation introduced last week by state 
Sen. Milton Marks, D-San Francisco. State Senate Bill 1714 
restores the panel originally created in the early 1980s un¬ 
der legislation with a 1991 sunset clause. The panel had been 
inactive since its members resigned in response to Gov. 
George Deukmejian’s veto of an AIDS discrimination mea¬ 
sure. Even though various statewide leadership committees 
had worked to direct state AIDS programs, there is no 
working body with authority over the state Office of AIDS. 


HUD Frees AIDS Housing Money 

The Department of Housing and Urban Development will 
free up $50 million in AIDS housing money that has been 
locked in the department since October, 1991, the AIDS Ac¬ 
tion Council has announced. HUD’s action culminates a 
months-long face-off with AIDS activists regarding the 
department’s delays in writing regulations for the AIDS 
Housing Opportunities Act. The action came on Feb. 10, the 
same day as a meeting between high-level HUD officials and 
AIDS Action Council, the AIDS National Interfaith Net¬ 
work, and the AIDS Action Committee of Massachusetts. 
The “interim rule,” which will be published in the Federal 
Register, will function as a request for proposals for housing 
programs. HUD has promised to turn around applications it 
receives within 30 days, and to start disbursing funds by 
September 1992. At the meeting, HUD officials also prom¬ 
ised to be represented at a national AIDS housing meeting 
to take place on Feb. 28, sponsored by AIDS Action Council 
in Washington, D.C

Columnist Spreads Lies

S ometimes it seems like 
the press has no stan¬ 
dards at all when it 
comes to promoting lies 
and hatred about our commu¬ 
nity. A syndicated column by 
Washington Times columnist 
Samuel Francis, which ap¬ 
peared in newspapers nation¬ 
wide last week (though so far 
in no Bay Area dailies), would 
make even Pat Buchanan 
blush. 

Francis blames the gay and 
lesbian rights movement for 
everything from increased 
crime to AIDS. It’s tough to 
decide what to quote from this 
pile of trash, but here’s a good 
sample: “Unable to satiate 
their passions in normal fash¬ 
ion, some ‘gays’ must resort to 
the bizarre and the morbid. ... 
Every account of homosexual 
clubs and bars that makes it to 
the light of day is the same: 
group sex ... sadomasochistic 
variations and pedophilia. Jef¬ 
frey Dahmer may be an ex¬ 
treme case, but he was the log¬ 
ical extreme that proceeded 
from and exploited erotic 
urges that can find no natural 
expression.” 

Francis goes on to glorify 
the ’50s because sodomy laws 
were enforced, allowing citi¬ 
zens to “walk down the street 
in broad daylight or fix dinner 
in their kitchens without wor¬ 
rying whether they would be 
shot to death by zonked-out 
zombies.” The piece is pep¬ 
pered with insulting names for 
gay and lesbian activists, like 
“partisans of perversion” and 
the “sodomy lobby.” 

This piece is not from the 
Weekly World News, but from 
a major respected syndicator. 
See if you can awaken any 
sense of decency in the Tri¬ 
bune Media Services Inc., 64 
East Concord Street, Orlando 
FL 32801, tel.

Project Censored 

Project Censored, a nation¬ 
al media research and advoca¬ 
cy group operating out of Cal¬ 
ifornia State University/Sono¬ 
ma, has published its 1991 list 
of the 25 most underreported 
stories in the American media. 
Since 1976 Project Censored 
has annually published its re¬ 
port. The report and the sto¬ 
ries themselves often receive 
significant media attention af¬ 
ter the release of the list. 

Nowhere in the 25 stories 
for 1991 was there a single sto¬ 
ry relating to the relentless 
censorship by the mainstream 
press of lesbian/gay stories. 
Our research of Project Cen¬ 
sored shows that not once in 
10 years has PC selected a les¬ 
bian/gay or even AIDS-related 
story worthy of notice. This 
year we made sure they had 
plenty of nominees related to 
the lesbian/gay community, 
yet once again, there was no 
recognition of the relentless 
censorship by the mainstream 
press of lesbian/gay stories. 

In 1987, when the national 
news media ignored the 
largest civil rights demonstra¬ 
tion in American history sim¬ 
ply because it was a 
lesbian/gay demonstration, PC 
had no room to mention it, 
though they did think that 
progress in genetic engineer¬ 
ing was worthy of mention. 

Project guidelines define 
censorship as “the suppression 
of information, whether pur¬ 
poseful or not, by any method 
— including bias, omission, un-

derreportingor self-censorship 
— which prevents the public 
from fully knowing what is 
happening in its society.”

Write or call Project Censored 
and demand to know why les¬ 
bian/gay/bisexual stories have 
been ignored for 15 years. De¬ 
mand that a qualified 1/g/bi 
person be named to their 15- 
person panel of judges. De¬ 
mand to know what PC staff, 
researchers and judges are do¬ 
ing to educate themselves 
about homophobia and hetero¬ 
sexism.

Fundamentalist preacher 
and idiot Pat Robertson has 
lambasted Alpha Flight on his 
national television show, call¬ 
ing the comic book “another 
example of a godless morality 
being legitimized to our 
youth.” Marvel Comics will 
doubtless receive complaints 
from the hordes that watch 
Robertson.

nation in the region if al¬ 
lowed to continue.” 

The letter to DHS contin¬ 
ues: “Therefore, United Way 
Sacramento Area, Regional 
AIDS Planning and Coordina¬ 
tion Committee, should be 
recognized as the body re¬ 
sponsible for AIDS policy de¬ 
velopment and planning in 
the Sacramento Valley 
Foothill Region. To the ex¬ 
tent delegated by respective 
county boards of supervisors, 
RAPCC should also be re¬ 
sponsible for all resource allo¬ 
cation decisions in the region. 
United Way is a respected 
neutral body which has the 
capacity, resources, including 
long standing community in¬ 
volvement of community 
members in human services, 
to oversee and evaluate re¬ 
gional planning, policy deci¬ 
sion making and distribution 
of funds.” 

According to Laurie 
McBride of the Lobby for In¬ 
dividual Freedom and Equal¬ 
ity, “This is the first step to a 
statewide, and possibly na¬ 
tionwide takeover. These peo¬ 


ple are pirates in an out and 
out power grab. 

“Their lists of members 
and affiliations are a night¬ 
mare, county health officers, 
Foundation Health Plan exec¬ 
utives and on and on. These 
are the people who have clear 
conflicts of interest —not com¬ 
munity-based organizations,” 
she said. 

McBride has sent an alert 
to AIDS agencies on her mail¬ 
ing list throughout the state, 
asking that letters be sent to 
DHS in an attempt to counter 
the takeover. 

Lambda Community Cen¬ 
ter Executive Director Jake 
Steuble said his board had 
written the following to DHS: 
“We are stunned to think this 
request has been made espe¬ 
cially in light of the intent o f 
the Ryan White bill. While it 
(RAPCC) deems the Consor¬ 
tia to be self-elected with no 
responsibility to any public 
electoral body for its deci¬ 
sions — those very factors 
seem to be an apt description 
of RAPCC itself. At least 70 
percent of the target popula¬ 
tion for AIDS is within the 
gay/lesbian/bisexual commu¬ 
nity. It must be noted that, to 
our knowledge, there is no 
representation of those 


groups in either United Way 
or Sierra Foundation. 

“In fact, United Way does 
not have a remarkable track 
record of funding in minority 
communities and no track 
record at all in the gay/lesbian 
community in Sacramento. 
Their major funding support 
of an openly homophobic or¬ 
ganization (Boy Scouts) with 
exclusionary policies is a mat¬ 
ter of record. The rationale 
behind the RAPCC request 
(to DHS) is paternalistic at 
best and colonialism in its 
worst form.” 

“In the RAPCC letter to 
DHS,” Steuble said, “they 
made it clear that Sacramento 
is just the first step. If this 
area falls there will be a 
domino effect that will affect 
AIDS and minority communi¬ 
ties for years to come.” 

McBride and other AIDS 
leaders and activists are urg¬ 
ing organizations and individ¬ 
uals to write letters against 
the United Way/RAPCC pro¬ 
posal to Dr. Molly Coye, Cal¬ 
ifornia Department of Health 
Services, Office of AIDS,

The demonstration was a 
joint product of the city’s two 
ACT UP chapters. Major is¬ 
sues were the lack of a uni¬ 
versal health-care system and 
the ban on HIVers entering 
the U.S. 

On the latter issue, an 
ACT UP statement noted 
pointedly, “The current deten¬ 
tion, HIV testing, and depor¬ 
tation of Haitian refugees 
show how (HIV-related) re¬ 
strictions are punitive and 
transparently racist.” 

A total of 16 people were 


arrested. Nine of those arrest¬ 
ed had spent the night as 
guests of the St. Francis and 
were detained outside the 
banquet entry, where they 
chained themselves together 
and tried to unfurl banners. 

“We wanted George Bush 
to hear the message loud and 
clear that he hasn’t done 
enough about health care. He 
has not come up with an ade¬ 
quate plan,” said Brenda Lein, 
one of the arrestees. 

Lein was arrested outside 
the St. Francis when she and 
another demonstrator 
emerged chanting from the 
hotel with a banner that read 
“AIDS Won’t Wait.” After 
their arrests, seven other peo¬ 
ple lay down in the street and 


were pulled away by police to 
a waiting van. 

“Our goal was to criticize 
and embarrass Bush — to 
make it clear he’s unpopular 
and that the heat will stay 
on,” said Jorge Cortines, who 
was arrested inside the hotel. 

At the conclusion of the 
demonstration, the remaining 
crowd departed for a mean¬ 
dering march through the 
downtown area with a squad 
of motorbike policemen in 
tow. The march was largely 
uneventful although several 
motorists vigorously objected 
to being blocked. One espe¬ 
cially antagonistic man had 
his new Mercedes defecated 
on by a nimble demonstrator.

White gunned down George 
Moscone and Harvey Milk in 
City Hall, and the controversial 


Robert Arneson sculpture that 
was commissioned by the S.F. 
Arts Commission that was in¬ 
tended for permanent place¬ 
ment at Moscone Convention 
Center, but later booted from 
the facility after only two days, 
has finally found a home and 
will be seen beginning in April 
at the M.H. de Young 
Memorial Museum in Golden 
Gate Park. 

The 8-foot sculpture with a 
bust of Moscone on the top 
features a pedestal covered 
with drops of blood-red paint, 
bullet holes, an impression of 
a pistol and a ceramic Twinkie, 
representing the diminished 
capacity “Twinkie” defense 
successfully used by White’s 
defense team. The controver¬ 
sial bust has been “on the 
road” for nearly a decade, be¬ 
ing displayed in other cities. 
Foster Goldstrom, who now 
owns the piece, is loaning it to 
the de Young Museum for all 
to see. 

More than 1,200 attended 
Saturday night’s Imperial 
Coronation Ball at the Gift 
Center. Supe candidate Cleve 
Jones, Sen. Milton Marks, and 
Frank Jordan Jr., representing 
his dad, the mayor, all received 
good ovations, but none of the 
supervisors, including the 
three elected gay/lesbian 
supes, bothered (taking this 
constituency for granted is a 
real mistake, and don’t say I 
didn’t tell you so). 

The mayor’s appointment of 
David Deitrick to the Police 
Commission is getting positive 
comments from all who know 
him. This might be one of Jor¬ 
dan’s better decisions so far.

record of success, both among 
injection drug users and gay 
men. Dramatic reductions in 
HIV transmission in these 
communities have been the 
result of a strong commit¬ 


ment on the part of affected 
populations to change behav¬ 
ior and block the epidemic. 
Community-based education 
programs supported at-risk in¬ 
dividuals as they developed 
personal strategies for avoid¬ 
ing infection. 

Budget Cuts 

But a waning of govern¬ 
ment appropriations for 
AIDS prevention apparently 
is fueling future waves of the 
epidemic. Homophobic gov¬ 
ernments are frittering away 
the limited funds available on 
scattered campaigns for the 
“general public.” 

According to Regina 
Aragon, state policy coordina¬ 
tor for the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, “The state 
must fully fund its education 
and prevention program, with 
specific emphasis on the high¬ 
est risk populations, including 
gay and bisexual men of all 
colors, gay and bisexual 
youth, injection drug users 
and their partners. At a 
minimum, the state Legisla¬ 
ture and Gov. Wilson must 
commit to repairing the dam¬ 
age of fiscal neglect by aug¬ 
menting the prevention and 
education budget by $10 mil¬ 
lion in fiscal year 1992-93.” 

On a national level, the 
AIDS Foundation is planning 
a lobbying campaign similar 
to its successful effort two 
years ago that helped lead to 
passage of the Ryan White 
CARE Bill for AIDS treat¬ 
ment services. Just passing a 
major gay-positive AIDS pre¬ 
vention bill would be a signif¬ 
icant victory given the current 
atmosphere in Congress. 

Half the Battle 

Unfortunately, the disap¬ 
pointing funding level ap¬ 
proved for Ryan White pro¬ 
grams shows that just passing 
a bill is only half the battle. 

Ken Jones, director of the 
Stop AIDS Project, thinks 
that AIDS prevention work 
needs redesign as well as re¬ 
focus and refunding. 

“What this community has 
been through in loss and grief 
issues is not natural,” Jones 


said. “Personal support circles 
are gone and decision-making 
has become illogical. Who do 
you express your feelings to?” 

Programs targeting youth 
and people of color will also 
have to be different than 
those in the past because they 
will be working with a poorer 
population. When you’re wor¬ 
ried about your next meal, or 
next fix, AIDS is not a prior¬ 
ity. Besides AIDS education, 
a whole range of psychologi¬ 
cal and social services is nec¬ 
essary for clients to have the 
wherewithal to protect them¬ 
selves from the epidemic. 

“Right now, we have a per¬ 
manent underclass sentenced 
to death. I’d like to see money 
redirected from the Defense 
Department and CIA to put 
them on their feet,” Jones 
said. ▼

be possible to tell exactly 
what the needs for research 
are. One example would be a 
system to test vaccines so as 
to really reach the goal of cre¬ 
ating an effective AIDS vac¬ 
cine by the year 2000. 

Research could become 
over-managed, though. 

Paul Boneberg of Mobiliza¬ 
tion Against AIDS, asks, 
“Should the second decade of 
the epidemic be led by the 
same group that led the first? 
We have to take a thorough 
look at how the NIH uses 
money. My main concern is 
increased oversight of the 
money that exists.” 

Boneberg also proposes 
taking away a modest 
amount, about $30 million, 
from mainstream research to 
pursue unorthodox research 
that government administra¬ 
tors ignore. 

Once breakthroughs are 
made in AIDS treatment, 
there is still the question of 
health-care delivery. 

Boneberg noted that there are 
two kinds of people with 
AIDS. 

“Fifteen percent are get¬ 
ting state of the art treatment, 
and the other 85 percent lack 
basic health care. Most people 
are dying today because they 
can’t get already licensed 
drugs or the necessary lab 
tests.” 

Increasing access to treat¬ 
ments is going to be ever 
tougher with funds for addi¬ 
tional patient services as 
nonexistent as that for new 
research.T

Kern allegedly took the 
end of his police baton and 
stuck it down Hamlin’s throat 
and then struck Hamlin be¬ 
hind the left ear with the ba¬ 
ton.

Smith faced a state prison 
term if the case had gone to 
trial. 

No trial dates have been 
set for other activists facing 
charges related to the inci¬ 
dent.

fulness of secondary smoke,” 
she said. “I also believe that 
business will not be harmed. 
But the bill is still open to 
modification to address the 
concerns of business owners.” 

For Sheriff Michael Hen¬ 
nessey, the clean air question is 
primarily a workplace issue. 
Last May the department 
banned tobacco in all offices, 
jails and other facilities. 

“For the most part, the reac¬ 
tion has been almost uniform¬ 
ly positive,” Hennessey said. 
“The overall cleanliness is 
much improved.” 

According to Hennessey, 
there are very few complaints 
from smokers, and complaints 
from non-smokers, which were 
substantial, have dropped to 
zero. He noted a marked im¬ 
provement in the appearance 
of buildings which had been 
coated with a grimy film “like 
the nicotine coating a smoker’s 
teeth.” ▼ 


up and then thrown down on 
the floor, stripped of all his 
clothes and placed in a “dog¬ 
gie style” position with his 
face, shoulders and knees 
touching the floor. 

Kern, according to the suit, 
ordered Hamlin to “spread 
his ass,” which the suit says 
was impossible because his 
hands were handcuffed be¬ 
hind him. Kern then allegedly 
spread Hamlin’s buttocks and 
stuck the end of his nightstick 
in the plaintiffs anus. 

According to the suit, 
Hamlin offered no resistance 
and at no time disobeyed any 
lawful order. 

The suit seeks unspecified 
monetary damages for 13 
causes of action including 
false imprisonment, unrea¬ 
sonable search and seizure, 
and intentional infliction of 
emotional distress and viola¬ 
tion of Hamlin’s California 
constitutional rights against 
sexual orientation discrimina¬ 
tion. 

Hamlin, 33, was diagnosed 
with AIDS in 1985. 

“I didn’t get symptomatic 
until right after this hap¬ 
pened,” he said. “Two months 
later I was hospitalized and 
nearly died and I’ve been go¬ 
ing steadily downhill since.”

Why Are Gay DJ’s Afraid to Play Rock?

T he swank, Balinese- 
motif lounge was a 
more popular spot 
than the dance floor 
for most of the 
opening-night attendees of 
Fusion earlier this month.

Chili Peppers’ “Give It Away” 
and Nirvana’s “Smells Like 
Teen Spirit.” Suddenly, the 
crowd erupted into sweaty, 
ecstatic frugging no house 
beat could inspire. 

Moments like these make 
you wonder why nearly all 
the local gay clubs perceive 
playing rock ’n’ roll as such a 
risk? Why, to most DJs, does 
“dance music” only mean 
house (acid, ambient, techno 
and its various permutations)? 
And why, fer chrissakes, can’t 
a queer rock ’n’ roll club sur¬ 
vive in this city? 

One answer to these club¬ 
land conundrums lies in the 
extent to which house music 
has come to be thought of as 


the gay sound. Rising out of 
Chicago’s gay black subcul¬ 
ture, it is indeed a musical 
genre created largely by 
queers for queers. Originally 
concocted from samples of 
’70s dance hits (with repeti¬ 
tive bass and keyboard pat¬ 
terns thrown in), house was a 
tribute of sorts to classic disco 
by young DJs who missed out 
on the real thing. 

In both sound and sensibil¬ 
ity, the similarities between 
house and Donna Summer- 
era dance music run deep. As 
local journalist/DJ Don Baird 
puts it, “House music sounds 
like what disco music proba¬ 
bly sounded like to the fetus 
in the womb of a pregnant 
fag hag.” 

Our Musical Heritage 

Given its status as part of 
our gay musical heritage, it’s 
hardly PC for a queer to crit¬ 
icize house music — but I’m 
going to do it anyway. Most 
house consists of bleeping, 
whirring electronic noise 
laden over a metronomic 
dance beat. 

On the right stimulants — 
Ecstasy or mushrooms are 
the drugs of choice among 
house fans — this stuff can be 
hypnotic. (Then again, I’ve 


known people on X to be 
hypnotized by the sound of a 
vacuum cleaner.) Take away 
the hallucinogens, however, 
and listening to house music 
becomes a markedly less trip- 
py experience. The fact is, 
washes of guitar feedback are 
more blissfully mind-bending 
than any thudding techno 
beat. 

I’m not the only gay club¬ 
ber who prefers screaming 
guitars to sterile house 
grooves. Yet local queer clubs

rarely feature rock ’n’ roll ex¬ 
cept in an occasional two- or 
three-song stretch, a “rock 
block” in MTV lingo. 

Second of Two Sections 


After Fusion’s token rock 
block, the DJs resumed spin¬ 
ning the same plodding house 
songs. An hour of the stuff 
and I was falling asleep into 
my orange juice, at which 
point I called it a night. Sim¬ 
ilarly unimpressed with the 
music at Fusion’s grand open¬ 
ing was semi-inveterate club- 
goer Dan Wardlow. Wardlow 
has no problem with the 
house music spun at Fusion 
and most other gay clubs. In 
fact, he enjoys shaking his 
thang to it on occasion. Ward- 
low’s gripe is that house is all 
that’s out there. 

“I’d rather hear a mix of 
stuff,” Wardlow says. “I like 
harder-edged music, more 
guitar-oriented, as well as 
house, but the clubs won’t 
play that kind of thing be¬ 
cause it’s too chancy. The 
clubs all want to be different 
without being too different. 
The attitude is to make the 
differences in the location, the 
way you dress, the night, the 
theme or whatever, rather 
than making any substantive 
changes in the music.” 

Some local DJs feel that if 
they did make any changes in 
the mix — by throwing in 
some rock ’n’ roll, for exam-

Head's 

Resignation 

Sparks 

Controversy 

Staff and Wire Reports 

John E. Frohnmayer an¬ 
nounced his resignation Feb. 
21 as head of the National En¬ 
dowment for the Arts, saying 
he is leaving optimistic that 
the “eclipse of the soul” over 
the agency’s arts funding will 
soon pass. 

In a brief, two-paragraph 
letter of resignation to Presi¬ 
dent Bush, Frohnmayer said, 
“I have appreciated the oppor¬ 
tunity to serve you and the 
arts; you know how much 
your personal support has 
meant to me during these dif¬ 
ficult times.” 

The NEA, already raised 
as a presidential campaign is¬ 
sue, has come under attack 
from conservative politicians 
for giving grants paid for 
from federal taxes for projects 
that they see as promoting ho¬ 
mosexuality, erotic themes or 
radical feminism. 

On the other hand, Frohn¬ 
mayer has been criticized by 
some artists for what they see 
as caving in to those conserva¬ 
tive forces. 

According to a Feb. 24 ar¬ 
ticle in the New York Times, 
the only thing that both 
camps seem to agree on is 
that the endowment is “once 
again in serious jeopardy.” 
Rep. Sidney R. Yates (D-Ill.), 
chairman of the House sub¬ 
committee in which the 
NEA’s budget originates, was 
quoted as saying, “I sense that 
the mood is returning to Rea¬ 
gan’s first year in office, when 
the administration tried to 
kill the endowment.” 

Bush, in accepting Frohn- 
mayer’s resignation, praised 
him for his service and ex¬ 
pressed appreciation for the 
tough position he found him¬ 
self in at the NEA. In a “Dear 
John” letter to Frohnmayer, 
Bush wrote: “No two people 
can agree in every instance on 
every grant or indeed on 
what is good art; in fact some 
of the art funded by the NEA 
does not have my enthusiastic 
approval. I expect some did 
not have yours, but this 
should not obscure the overall 
work of the NEA nor your 
contribution to it.” 

'Gracious' Bush 

In a statement released 
with his letter to Bush, 
Frohnmayer said that he dis¬ 
cussed his intentions with 
Bush last Oct. 24. 

“He was gracious, as al¬ 
ways, and left to me the tim¬ 
ing of my departure,” Frohn¬ 
mayer said. “Yesterday I met 
with (the) White House staff 
and determined that May 1,

Effective Iconclast 

Gay Media Activist Richard Jennings Fights For 
'Equal Access to The Marketplace of Ideas'

M ainstream cinema 
is a notoriously 
conservative busi¬ 
ness. And these 
are notoriously conservative 
times, particularly when it 
comes to gay-positive (or even 
gay-neutral) imagery. The Na¬ 
tional Endowment for the 
Arts is under siege. Every 
grant for a gay project is re¬ 
viewed and rereviewed at the 
highest levels. Federally fund¬ 
ed AIDS information that 
could be construed as “pro¬ 
moting” homosexuality is 
scuttled. The Far Right is 
raising millions scapegoating 
lesbians and gays, and reli¬ 
gious groups that want to 
“clean up the pictures” are 
calling for a reinstatement of 
the Hollywood Code — which 
banned “sex perversion” 
(that’s us) from the screen for 
three-plus decades. 

The above made all the 
more surprising the trendset-

ting, trend-bucking formation 
late last year of Hollywood 
Supports, the founders of 
which believe “that education 
can result in accurate images 
of portrayals of gays, lesbians 
and HIV-infected people — as 
distinguished from inaccurate 
images.” The organization 
will focus on two main areas, 
workplace issues relevant to 
Hollywood’s lesbian and gay 
employees and raising con¬ 
sciousness within the business 
regarding the depictions of 
homosexuals in the Dream 
Factory’s output. 

The founding board of di¬ 
rectors (there are more than 
100 altogether) of Hollywood 
Supports is impressive: Barry 
Diller (at the time, head of 
Fox Studios); Sid Sheinberg 
(MCA-Universal); Brandon 
Tartikoff (Paramount); super¬ 
agent Michael Ovitz; producer 
Norman Lear; actors Kevin 
Costner, Robin Williams, 
Elizabeth Taylor and Bette 
Midler; director Oliver Stone 
— and even Michael Douglas, 
star of gay media activists’ 
current bete noir, the soon-to- 
be-released Basic Instinct. 

Appointed executive direc¬ 
tor of Hollywood Supports 
was Richard Jennings, a 
lawyer who held the same post 
with the Los Angeles chapter 
of the Gay and Lesbian Alli¬ 
ance Against Defamation 
(GLAAD/LA) until recently. 
Variety’s Marc Berman de¬ 
scribed GLAAD/LA under 
Jennings’ leadership as “an ef¬ 
fective iconoclast against the 


Hollywood establishment” 
and wrote that Jennings was 
“widely respected as a moder¬ 
ate voice in the activist com¬ 
munity, able to bridge the 
gap between big business and 
protest groups such as Queer 
Nation and ACT UP.” 

The day after he moved 
into his Sunset Boulevard of¬ 
fice earlier this month, Jen¬ 
nings talked with the B.A.R. 
about gay imagery in the cin¬ 
ema and some of the tactics 
he thinks might lead to im¬ 
provement. 

* ¥ * 

Daniel Mangin: Where are 
we at in terms of improving 
lesbian/gay imagery? 

Richard Jennings: What we 
could be seeing could be 
likened to the late ’50s and 
’60s, when some enlightened 
people in the movie industry 
decided that they had an obli¬ 
gation not to perpetuate seg¬ 
regation in our society and 
started producing some inter¬ 
racial films. People in Holly¬ 
wood are getting the idea that 
it isn’t right to be putting out 
anti-gay messages. 

Was Hollywood’s change in 
attitudes about African 
Americans a unified indus¬ 
try response? 

I think it was individual 
producers who were hearing 
the messages of the then- 
growing civil rights move¬ 
ment. Even more so than 
then, though, the industry is 
conservative. Films cost more 
now, and there are fewer be¬ 
ing made. It’s different than 
with other media. 

The tabloids and the talk 
shows every day feature an¬ 
other aspect of gay and les¬ 
bian life. Even prime-time 
television shows in the past 
couple of years have had gay 
characters. And many of 
those shows have done well 
in the ratings — the “lesbian 
kiss” L.A. Law episode was 
among the series’ highest rat¬ 
ed last season. Film people 
have got to be getting the 
message that there is interest 
out there, though the basic 
reason there are more gays 
on TV is that it’s a lot cheap¬ 
er to produce TV shows than 
film. The risk isn’t as great. 

What’s your sense of the 
time frame for change in 
lesbian and gay stereotypes? 

It’s too much to hope for 
an overnight turnaround, but 
it is still important to push for 
more positive or neutral im¬ 
ages to balance the negative 
and to provide more of a con¬ 
text for who we are. I would 
have no problem with gay 
murderers if there are other 
types of gay characters. 

Look at TV last season 
(fall 1990, spring 1991). There 
were four lesbians on net¬ 
work shows, and in three out 
of the four episodes, lesbians 
were murder suspects. In a 
Quantum Leap episode, she 
murdered her ex-lover who 
was pregnant and involved 
with a man. An Unsub 
episode involved a lesbian po¬ 
licewoman who is angry at 
male witnesses to crimes who 
have refused to testify. She 
cuts off their genitals because 


she doesn’t think they are 
“man” enough and keeps the 
genitals neatly arranged in 
her freezer. 

So we can expect a bidding 
war for the Florida killer 
lesbian’s story? 

It’s already happened. It 
was amazing the bidding war 
that developed for that. I 
think CBS ended up with at 
least one of the versions of it. 
And coincidentally the bid¬ 
ding was going on at the 
same time the network was 
dropping development of a 
TV movie on Harvey Milk. ... 
You would think that there 
was a lesbian murder spree if 
you looked only at TV. 

I noticed that in an inter¬ 
view Mary Stuart Master- 
son, who plays one of the 
two lesbian characters in 
Fried Green Tomatoes, said 
that the film wasn’t about 
“it,” which is why the les¬ 
bians’ relationship in the 
film wasn’t identified as 
such. I suppose in a way 
she’s right, the lesbianism 
would have become the fo¬ 
cus. 

GLAAD had a lot of con¬ 
versations with those people. 
There was a real fear ... be¬ 
cause the initial script we got 
hold of turned them into het¬ 
erosexuals. At one point, we 
talked to Fannie Flagg (who 
wrote the novel on which the 


film was based and who co¬ 
wrote the script with Carol So- 
bieski), and she said she didn’t 
like it either. In subsequent 
drafts, they gradually added 
back more of the intimacy 
and the love relationship be¬ 
tween the women. Without, 
of course, using the “L” word. 

So producers still have that 
fear their film will be 
pegged as lesbian or gay. 

The idea persists that les¬ 
bian and gay stories are box 
office poison. If there is any 
good reason for that it’s be¬ 


cause films like Making Love 
haven’t done extremely well 
financially. And there are a 
lot of reasons for that. But re¬ 
ally, there aren’t that many 
films to point to, to base the 
myth on. 

Let’s talk a little about tac¬ 
tics. It disturbed me how ef¬ 
fective Carolco was at paint¬ 
ing as censors those lesbians 
and gays who demonstrated 
at the location shooting of 
Basic Instinct last spring. 

Yes, as though by exercis-

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Two New Cinematheque Lesbian/Gay Programs 

Singular Visions

S an Francisco Cine¬ 
matheque will present 
two evenings of re¬ 
cently made lesbian 
and gay films in the coming 
weeks. The programs will be 
hosted by New York novelist 
Sarah Schulman, who is the 
co-founder and co-program¬ 
mer of the New York Lesbian 
and Gay Experimental Film 
Festival. 

Schulman describes “Look¬ 
ing at AIDS,” the first pro¬ 
gram, as “AIDS films of the 
last five years that reflect our 
changing experience of the 
crisis.” 

Among the five films in¬ 
cluded is Jim Hubbard’s Two 
Marches (1991), which juxta¬ 
poses footage taken at both 
the 1979 and 1987 lesbian and 
gay marches on Washington. 
The film was shot on Super 
8, and processed by hand, col¬ 
ored and distorted. 

There is no dialogue or 
written text; the soundtrack is 
music. This is not documen¬ 
tary, either in form or con¬ 
tent. Rather, it offers an im¬ 


pressionistic vision of the gay 
community and its changes. 

The 1979 footage is grainy 
and blotchy, the crowd scene 
in Washington, D.C., bathed in 
warm colors. Wire-rimmed 
glasses and lots of hair, crude¬ 
ly made signs and the song 
“You’re Glad to Be Gay” in¬ 
spire great affection for an en¬ 
ergetic, whimsical, perhaps 
naive sensibility. Accompa¬ 
nied by “Over the Rainbow” 
is a beautifully edited mon¬ 
tage of interpreters for the 
hearing impaired standing on 
the stage. But the 1979 se¬ 
quence is not nostalgic in an 
irritating, conventional way; it 
is a resonant portrait of the 
mood, the time, the feeling. 

The second sequence, 
footage of the 1987 march, is 
more challenging. Here, the 
film itself is slicker, the colors 
sharper and cleaner. Some¬ 
how, we were slicker — 
braver, more powerful, angri¬ 
er, with more political savvy. 
And, of course, the primary 
source of this bittersweet ma¬ 
turity for the lesbian and gay 
community has been AIDS. 
Here are flashes of glossy 


banners: People With AIDS 
Coalition, GMHC and the 
Names Project quilt. Also, 
“Free Sharon Kowalski.” 

Two Marches reminded 
me — viscerally, without 
rhetoric — of fundamental 
shifts in our history. Rather 
than provoke ideas or con¬ 
cepts, Hubbard’s film, simply 
and without sentimentality, 
evokes memory. As Hubbard 
reveals the community — all 


anonymous, there are no stars 
— in the marches, in moving 
bodies, he is really not ad¬ 
dressing specific historical or 
political moments so much as 
the evolution of a sensibility. 
Two Marches is, precisely, 
like looking at pictures from 
one’s youth and feeling affec¬ 
tion, mourning, some bitter¬ 
ness, some joy — and from this 
grown-up place, perhaps, 
some ambivalence. 

Sexy But Simplistic 

Another in the evening’s 
program is Fear of Disclosure 
(The Psycho-Social Implica¬ 
tions of HIV Revelation) 
(1989) by Phil Zwickler and 
David Wojnarowicz. The im¬ 
ages are wonderfully sexy — 
black and white footage of 
nearly naked guys dancing. 
The text, though, is disap¬ 
pointing in its simplicity. Es¬ 
sentially, Fear of Disclosure 
is an anecdote: an HIV-posi¬ 
tive man struggles with the 
decision to tell a potential sex 
partner of his HIV status, and 
the repercussions. 

The situation is com¬ 
pelling, certainly. But the han¬ 
dling of it becomes an easy, 
superficially sex-positive dia¬ 
tribe. This is not a deep film. 
The anger is contrived, and 
what is promised in the title 
of the film remains elusive — 
you’re damn right there is 
fear of disclosure! Sadly, 
these artists do not explore 
the complexity of this fear. 

About Life and the Body 

Brazilian filmmaker Tanya 
Cipriano offers Viva Eu 
(Long Live Me) (1989) — a 
captivating portrait of her 
friend, Wilton Bragna, who 
has AIDS. This film is appar¬ 
ently about the will to live, or 
zest for life, but beneath its 
bizarre, whimsical surface it 
is about physical life: the 
body. In an early scene, 
friends are gathered at a par¬ 
ty for Wilton. His long hair is 
piled in a bun, he is wearing 
dark glasses, jewelry, colorful 
pants, and a vivid purple silky 
jacket. He seems slightly 
drunk, but quite content, and 
he’s dancing in circles as 
friends play horns and drums 
behind him. 

In one burst of delight, 
Wilton sheds the purple jack¬ 
et to reveal arms covered 
with KS lesions. And then he 
dances more joyfully, more 
recklessly. There are other 
scenes that directly reveal 
Wilton’s body, without com¬ 
promise, but also without an 
authorial attitude. The viewer 
is left quite alone to absorb 
these images and react to 
them. 

Viva Eu is an important 
addition to AIDS art. Cipri¬ 
ano has used images which 


cannot help but challenge, 
even manipulate, the viewer. 
She has established a vision 
of transcendence — from one 
part of the world to another, 
from pain to pleasure, from 
ugliness to beauty, from 
crude fear to mad spirited¬ 
ness. 

'New Lesbian Film' 

Schulman’s second pro¬ 
gram is called “New Lesbian 
Film,” and includes some 
work with which San Fran¬ 
cisco audiences may already 
be familiar, notably Su 
Friedrich’s First Comes Love, 
a beautifully shot examina¬ 
tion of a wedding ceremony; 
the film is greatly diminished 
— ruined, actually — by its 
soundtrack, an unsubtle clut¬ 
ter of pop songs. 

One not to be missed is 
Jennifer Montgomery’s /, A 
Lamb (1991). Described in 
press literature as “a film es¬ 
say on the insidious forces 
that lead us to identify with 
the lamb,” Montgomery’s

piece embodies the very best 
of what experimental cinema 
can be. She has articulated 
something which cannot be 
articulated in conventional 
form, invented her own lan¬ 
guage for the duration of the 
film. The examination of im¬ 
ages of the lamb in relation to 
women are sometimes reason¬ 
able, sometimes not, but al¬ 
ways, in each frame, consis¬ 
tent. This is not an academic 
deconstruction of the symbol¬ 
ism of the lamb; it is a collec¬ 
tion of images, organized by a 
personal vision. 

One image is a very funny 
reference to The Silence of 
the Lambs, which presents 
New York poet Eileen Myles 
seen through green glasses, 
making her way through a 
dark cellar. 

What is I, A Lamb about? 
No easy answer, just as there 
would be no answer for that 
question regarding a Stan 
Brakhage or a Michael Snow 
film. Experimental film is for¬ 
mally, as well as thematically, 
subversive. I, A Lamb is 
about the relationships of the

Poetry Come to Life

P erformance art can 
range from the furi¬ 
ous to the benign, 
from the grotesque to 
the beautiful, from the intel¬ 
lectual to the passionate. You 
pays your money; you takes 
your chances. For the record, 
David Cale clearly occupies 
the space of the beautifully 
passionate, weaving to and 
fro between fury and pathos. 
He’s back in San Francisco at 
Life on the Water with his 
show Deep in a Dream of 
You. 

Cale’s work is poetry come 
to life. In a series of vignettes 
separated by blackouts, he 
moves through a gallery of 
characters. Age, gender, social 
status, sexual orientation — 
none are barriers to this be- 
guilingartist, who portrays all 
with deceptive ease.

Cale opens his piece by 
crooning sirenlike in the dark, 
inviting us to come swim 
with him. To swim with him 
in the dark. It’s something 
we’ll like, he says. It’s some¬ 
thing we’ve always wanted to 
do. 

In the segment titled “The 
Dolphins,” Cale evokes im¬ 
ages of a phantom lover from 
the sea — of diving deep with¬ 
in the recesses of one’s own 
mind and nearly drowning 
there. 

His work is not so much 
about fulfillment as it is about 
the bittersweet realization 
that one phase of life is over 
and another must begin. 

“Warden Hills” is a partic¬ 
ularly disturbing piece about 
a young boy’s first sexual ex¬ 
perience with an older man. 
Cale brilliantly captures the 


conflicted emotions of that 
moment and offers them — a 
gift — to his audience. 

Images of people in flames, 
of old men watching butter¬ 
flies. Lovers stalk their exes 
from within the recesses of 
darkened cars. Sweaters are 
woven from eyelashes. Some¬ 
one lies groaning in the bath¬ 
tub of the Forty Winks Hotel, 
sated by their sexual en¬ 
counter with a young 
stranger. 

Speed through the back 
country of North Carolina as 
you fall in love with the man 
who’s driving the long, gray 
sports car. Try to unravel sex 
and love through the eyes and 
heart of a woman caught in 
an affair she doesn’t know 
how to manage. 

Cale’s physical presence is 
arresting. His voice, a virtual 
orchestra. His hands perform 
a dance with the air around 
him. His arms weave a web 
in the space between the 
stage and the audience, keep¬ 
ing us transfixed by his mag¬ 
ic. And no mistake about it, 
he is magical. I’m glad he is 
speaking for our culture, and 
I’m planning on seeing his 
show again. 

David Cale is a wonder. A 
treat. A storyteller for a gen¬ 
eration that no sooner has put 
down one love than it takes 
up another. Go see him and 
be a child at his feet. ▼

The Present Seen 
Through the Past

R ichard Talavera’s 
Nude Zapata ex¬ 
plores the dilemma 
of the modern-day 
artist confronting Mc- 
Carthyesque censorship 
through the eyes of Connie 
(Elise Guerrero), a young Chi- 
cana lesbian playwright who 
wishes to divulge the truth 
about the classic 1952 film 
Viva Zapata! The film be¬ 
came embroiled in controver¬ 
sy when writer Lester Cole 
was found guilty of commu¬ 
nist leanings by the House 
Unamerican Activities Com¬ 
mittee (HUAC). Connie’s 
mother played an eight-sec¬ 
ond part in the movie, and 
her uncle was giving Cole a 
haircut when he was arrested. 

Connie also wishes to 
make a lasting statement 
against censorship propagated 
by the likes of Jesse Helms. 
To do this she devises an in¬ 
genious protest strategy: to 
produce the play, sell tickets 
and then, much to the dismay 
of her friends and her moth¬ 
er, go on strike, thus depriv¬ 
ing the audience of the expe¬ 
rience of art. 

While the concept is inno¬ 
vative, its execution misses 
the mark. Except for occa¬ 
sional references to the cur¬ 
rent political climate, much of 
the play centers on the con¬ 
troversy surrounding the 
making of the film. 

Values Betrayed 

After Cole was arrested, 
the project fell into the hands 
of Elia Kazan and John Stein¬ 
beck. Because both were 
known to be leftists, thus run¬ 
ning the risk of being target¬ 
ed by HUAC, it became im¬ 
perative for them to produce 
a film with an unequivocally 
anti-communist message. In 
this process, according to Ta- 
lavera, the film reveals more 
about the suppression of free 
speech in the United States at 
that time than about Zapata, 
whose values are betrayed. 

In addition to her concerns 
about censorship, Connie is 
also indignant about the 
stereotypical and distorted 
images of Mexicans in Viva 
Zapata! — which was filmed 
in the United States, with 
U.S. writers, directors and ac¬ 
tors. The Chicana playwright 
confronts her mother (Viola 
Lucero), for her acquiescence, 
condemning her for “selling 
out.” 


“For me it was positive,” 
her mother retorts, reminding 
Connie that, not unlike the 
present, there were few op¬ 
portunities for Latinos in the 
film industry. 

As opening night ap¬ 
proaches, Connie is forced to 
take into consideration the re¬ 
ality that there are still few 
arenas where the voices of 
people of color can be heard. 

Identity Disagreements 

Talavera dedicates much 
time to the relationship be¬ 
tween Connie and her moth¬ 
er. As would be expected,

they spend a great deal of 
time disagreeing about their 
identity as Chicanas and their 
roles as women. While rele¬ 
vant to the theme, the ap¬ 
proach is unoriginal and pre¬ 
dictable. 

Video monitors incorporat¬ 
ed into the set display clips of 
Viva Zapata! This could have 
been a nice touch had the 
film been allowed to “speak 
for itself,” rather than through 
the eyes of the characters. 
Here, it proves to be more 
distracting than useful, as it is 
difficult to see and hear. The 
audience is left wondering 
what made that film any dif¬ 
ferent from Hollywood’s his¬ 
torically twisted portrayals of 
Mexican history. 

Although the premise is in¬ 
teresting and the theme is of 
major concern to artists and 
nonartists alike, Nude Zapata 
is uninspiring, its characters 
are by and large superficial, 
its dialogue is uncaptivating 
and its plot is confusing. The 
issue of suppression of free¬ 
dom of expression as it exists 
today is too pressing to be 
treated in such a cursory 
manner. ▼

Black Lesbians/Gays Read at "Tongues on Fire' 

Hot Lines From Hot Artists

I 4ru tongues on Fire,” an 
I ’evening of black 
1 lesbian and gay 
X erotica, took place 
at the Women’s Building on 
Valentine’s Day. The event 
featured an entertaining 
display of black lesbian and 
gay performers in a benefit for 
the Modern Times Expansion 
Fund and Woman in the Moon 
Publications. 

Blackberri started things off 
with “Take This Poem,” in 
which he offered his body like 
a poem to the object of his af¬ 
fections. He followed this with 
several more sexy (and some¬ 
times funny) selections, in¬ 
cluding “Rock Rigid Cock,” 
“You Move Me” and “Safe 
Sex.” 

Of special note were his 
poems “The First Time,” “The 
Royal Black Chamber” and 
“Keeping the Watch.” “The 
First Time” was about exactly 
that, “The Royal Black Cham¬ 
ber” was an incredibly hot ode 
to fucking, and “Keeping the 
Watch” was a voyeuristic tale 
of watching the homoerotic 
horseplay among a bunch of 


boys at a swimming hole in 
Guatemala. 

The evening’s emcee, Steph- 
anie Henderson, followed 
Blackberri. She began with a 
series of what she called 
“hard” poems, bluntly sexual 
odes that had many in the audi¬ 
ence squirming in their seats. 
Then she read a series of softer 
poems which she coursed 
through consecutively without 
a pause between them. 

Henderson ended with a 
long narrative poem, “The 
Ballad of Ruby Brown,” which 
she had never read in public 
before. It was a gorgeous 
reminiscence about a relation¬ 
ship with a black woman who 
was beautiful, quixotic and 
strong — and who kept her 
lover in a constant state of 
fascination. 

Wayne Corbitt came next, 
reading some of the most 
powerful (and most arousing) 
poetry I have ever heard. He 
began with “A Serious 
Woman” — a poem to art¬ 
ist/performer Rhodessa Jones: 
“She was a serious woman/ 
Could make a sissy change his 
mind I ... Almost.” Corbitt then 
read “Blue Eyes Gleaming — 


One Million Miles Away — A 
Christmas Poem,” dedicated to 
a lover who had passed away 
from AIDS. It was beautiful 
and touching without descend¬ 
ing into bathos. 

Corbitt followed with “Sex 
Music,” which turned into a 
mini-performance piece trib¬ 
ute to his experiences in the 
S/M leather world of San Fran- 
cisco during the late 70s and 
early ’80s. Corbitt ended with 
“Daddy D,” a wry and erotic 
look at his relationship with a 
black man who liked to visit 
Corbitt for a walk on the other 
side. 

After Corbitt, Jewelle 
Gomez read from her poetry 
collection Flamingoes and 
Bears. She started off with 
“My Chocolate Booteed 
Mama,” and followed this with 
several other poems, including 
“At Night” and the title poem, 
which is a whimsical look at 
how others react to relation¬ 
ships between people who 
aren’t “supposed” to go 
together. 

Gomez ended by reading, 
since she said that she couldn’t 
sing, several songs she had 
written for Gilda, the title 


character of her novel Gilda 
Sings. “Escape,” “Longevity” 
and “Desire” were the poems 
or songs which made up the 
song cycle she read. 

SDiane Bogus turned her 
time into a performance piece. 
She wandered throughout the 
audience, changing costumes 
and personas at will, and with 
a simple change of voice she 
became, quite convincingly, a 
black lesbian, a leather daddy, 
a little girl just exploring her 
sexuality, and a few others. 

Among the poems Bogus 
read were “Lady Godiva,” “A 
Black Woman Asks,” “Have 
You Seen Her” and “I Call 
Myself Nmosty.” Bogus also 
sang snippets of music be¬ 
tween poems and costume 
changes, songs like the 
Eurythmics’ “Sweet Dreams” 


and Bill Withers’ “Ain’t No 
Sunshine.” Two poems which 
really held the audience’s at¬ 
tention were “A Leathersex 
Poem” and “Cunnilingus.” 

“Tongues on Fire” came to a 
fitting close with MC KGB, a 
serious black woman, as Cor¬ 
bitt would have said, who gave 
the audience more than it 
bargained for with her wide 
and uninhibited striptease, 
performed to all kinds of down 
and dirty music including 
Prince’s “Darling Nikki.” 
Before long, people in the 
crowd were whipping out 
dollar bills and shoving them 
into her bra or G-string as the 
room heated up and the night 
came to a steamy close. MC 
KGB was definitely a serious 
woman, one who could make 
a sissy change his mind (... 
almost). ▼

Plight of the Homeless

K eith Huff’s Night- 
light, in its world 
premiere at the Eure¬ 
ka Theatre, features 
some of the Bay Area’s best 
performers, but even their 
fine work, and that of director 
Mary Forcade, cannot trans¬ 
form an uneven, thin script 
into a memorable production. 

Strong design support 
comes from J.A. Deane’s 
sound and Thomas Kline’s 
lighting, alternately harsh and 
warm against John Mayne’s 
multiple area fence-as- 
metaphor, shabby room and 
middle-class brick facade. 

Like Beckett tramps, per¬ 
petually in stasis, Eddie 
(Howard Swain) and Louie 
(Robert Ernst) are the down 
and out trying to make some 
connections in the cold. 
Their focus on food, which ac¬ 
counts for some of Huff s best 
writing, culminates in a poet¬ 
ic exchange when Louie and 
Eddie sample the edible de¬ 
lights of a dumpster. 

Chris Brophy, as street mu¬ 
sician Cordovox, offers accor¬ 
dion and harp riffs that evoke 
life on the outside. Both he 
and Ernst, in particular, cap¬ 
ture the rhythms of the world 
in which they inhabit, and it’s 
always a pleasure to watch 
the two of them work. 

These characters are 
trapped, unable to move, de¬ 
spite the possibility of change 
extended and contemplated, 
but never realized. The situa¬ 
tion of the homeless itself be¬ 
comes a metaphor for the hu¬ 
man condition. Louie, who 
somehow survives on his un¬ 
realized dreams, refuses his 
relative’s (Nancy Palmer- 
Jones) attempts to offer him 
work in, appropriately 
enough, the extermination 
business. 


Clinging to His Dignity 

Eddie still clings to a sense 
of dignity and style, dreaming 
of a home and family. He 
questions (shades of Jimmy 
Stewart, but for him it is def¬ 
initely not a wonderful life) if 
such longings can be so far 
out of reach. He pins his 
hopes on a brief affair with a 
prostitute named Zero (Kristi¬ 
na Peterson) and searches to 
fulfill her desire for a night- 
light to erase her fear of the 
dark. 

There are a few insightful 
moments, which tend to dou¬ 
ble as the few lighter ones in 
this ironic, bittersweet piece. 
Ultimately, though, it remains 
a sketch, and while well-done, 
it’s not enough sustenance to 
feed a hungry soul. 

Part of the problem lies in 
the fact that the playwright 
himself (in the program notes) 
states, “I don’t pretend to be a 
political writer.” In a way, 
this is a bit disturbing for a 
theatre that was one of the 
most politically conscious in 
the country. Huff then ac¬ 
knowledges that his story 
“may not be much.” 

I believe that live perfor¬ 
mance has tremendous poten¬ 
tial for some substantive com¬ 
mentary on the disaster of the 
post-Reagan era economy. 
Huff, and the Eureka, missed 
the chance to go beyond other 
“homeless plays” and really 
critique the culture. Huff says 
that he tried to put some 
faces on those who are home¬ 
less, but with such a cursory 
exploration of character, and 
such little depth of context, 
the faces remain masks. ▼

Sex With Abandon

I know it’s a cheap shot, 
but if Abandon Pictures’ 
Knight Out With the 
Boys is the great hope 
of porn its director represents 
it to be, then the producers 
have titled the company all 
too aptly — but with a verb, 
not an adjective. 

Not that the video isn’t 
sexy: I can’t begin to count 
the ways Knight Out made 
me squirt. Though not up to 
the stimulating technical cre¬ 
ativity of Jonathan Black’s 
Fetish, within a more con¬ 
ventional framework Knight 
Out pushes enough buttons 
per minute, with enough fin- 
ger-tongue-and-dildo-probed 
assholes, intricately novel in- 
tertwinings of lusty bodies 
and bewitchingly imperious 
cocks, to rate high on a short 
list of flicks that encourage re¬ 
peated viewings. 

I’m especially fond of the 
boy who plays Randy (with¬ 
out mug shots accompanying 
their names, I can’t identify 
most of the players). Even 
though Chad Knight gets his 
name in the title, he’s only a 
cameo player. Randy’s in¬ 
tense sexuality, unique phys¬ 
ical skills, and overall screen 
time should have earned him 
the starring position. 

Star Quality 

In the opening scene alone, 
Randy proves his star quality 
by sitting repeatedly and with 
artful abandon on a large dil- 
do. He tops that act by impal¬ 
ing himself on a Jeff Stryker- 
replica dildo that’s been at¬ 
tached to the front end of a 


rowing machine. (Imagine the 
Dionysian dimension this 
could add to your exercise 
program.) After Randy has 
churned the oars to splinters 
in completion of his act, his 
body crumples in divine bliss 
— with that overblown batter¬ 
ing ram still clamped be¬ 
tween his cheeks. 

The subsequent scenes of 
Knight Out maintain this fer¬ 
vor, as well as the emphasis 
on butt play. Recent favorite 
Dallas Taylor is lovingly 
rimmed by Jason Ross before 
topping him, and is then 
plunged into a three-way. 

A tall young man called 
Buddy makes a claim for star¬ 
dom by revealing a firm and 
long cock he uses with long 
and mean strokes to top Tay¬ 
lor. Then all of the aforemen¬ 
tioned invite everyone they 
know to an orgy. 

This orgy occupies the rest 
of the video, with intercut 
footage of provocative dildo 
play, a shaving, several stren¬ 
uous group suck-and-fucks 
and some thoroughly expert 
rimming a delicious blond 
squats in a suspended cage, 
his ass yawning to the suppli¬ 
cant below. 

Conceptual Flaw 

So Knight Out gets high 
ratings for picturesque and 
nearly continuous sex. But 
the video is faulted by con¬ 
fused continuity, lack of mul¬ 
tiple cameras for the taping 
and, worst of all, a basic con¬ 
ception that wildly exceeds 
its need. There isn’t a credit 
for the scriptwriter — and who 
can blame him for wanting 
anonymity. We can thank the

faulty sound recording for not 
forcing us to hear most of the 
inane dialogue. 

And what are we to make 
of the scene in which a facial¬ 
ly disfigured gnome is re¬ 
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fused entrance to the orgy? A 
departing orgygoer agrees to 
go home with him, however, 
declaring he’s through with 
casual excess and ready to em¬ 
brace true love — and the Hol¬ 
lywood home — offered by the 
troll. Has censorship gotten so 
bad that this was included as 
socially redeeming material? 

Inserted in the midst of the 
orgy footage, it’s disruptive, 
and also badly written and 
played. There’s another scene, 
which at least comes after the 
final credits, in which the 
drag queen door person — at¬ 
tractive herself, though unnec¬ 
essary comic relief — shoots 
and kills a robber. What’s 
death got to do with it? 

These wayward minutes 
can be dealt with in the heat 
of viewing — that’s what your 
scanner is for, after all. But 
who conceived and filmed 
these blemishes in the first 
place? Is the porn industry re¬ 
ally home of the brain dead? 

Kiss and Tell 

These and other burning 
issues are addressed in an un¬ 
usual companion feature to 
Knight Out, an hour-long 
documentary about the mak¬ 
ing of the video, called Mad¬ 
ness and Method. So what’s 
most amazing about Knight 
Out With the Boys isn’t its 


high arousal quotient, but that 
it’s the first, as far as I know, 
kiss and tell video. A second 
crew taped the taping of 
Knight Out, eavesdropping 
on the dishy backstage go¬ 
ings-on and presenting brief 
yet revealing interviews with 
the director and some cast 
members. 

It’s fun to watch the fea¬ 
ture first, and then compare 
its scenes with the documen¬ 
tary’s peek at their filming. 
You’ll see how hard porn per¬ 
formers work, how skilled at 
their trade the best of them 
are and what they’re thinking 
while their hips and the cam¬ 
eras are grinding. 

Most revealing, and discon¬ 
certing, though, is the inter¬ 
view with director John 
Travis. During it, he confirms 
our worst fears about the in¬ 
dustry. A porn veteran who 
began work in the field 28 
years ago when loops were 
the thing, he’s about as prac¬ 
ticed and knowledgeable a 
pro as there is. And he’s sadly 
inadequate. 

In explaining the time and 
budget restraints, Travis lets 
us see the numerous obstacles 
to his craft. But in narrating 
his practices, particularly the 
laissez-fare attitude he ex¬ 
hibits toward performance, 
Travis exposes his own limi¬ 
tations. He claims to be interest¬ 
ed in making a product that 
will “endure.” Yet he OKed 
the script’s stupidities, al¬ 
lowed as chance the botched 
taping of a key scene and 
must have supervised the dis¬ 
continuity of the editing. 
Madness and Method is a 
campy, sadly revealing ex¬ 
pose. 

In the end, these videos 
show us two things. The first 
I find kind of touching: de¬ 
spite the plague, there’s a con¬ 
tinuity of gay male sexuality. 
It isn’t the activities, but the 
age of the practitioners that 
surprises me in Knight Out. 
This is a sexuality I connect¬ 
ed with older men, who have 
most usually been seen por¬ 
traying it in videos. 

One of the performers in 
Knight Out acknowledges 
the educational value of 
video. That is confirmed here, 
in Knight Out, where we see 
a legacy of the Stonewall gen¬ 
eration — sex pioneered by 
men in their 30s celebrated 
today by boys hardly 20. 

The second thing we see in 
these videos is the hopeless¬ 
ness of commercial porno. If 
this is what they make when 
they’re trying, it’s no wonder 
most porno is so trying. ▼

images; it is about the film¬ 
maker’s presence in the film; 
it is about smart women; its 
entire aspect is moving and 
complex, yet not overly- 
serious. Montgomery is a 
competent, intriguing film¬ 
maker, and I, A Lamb a real 
tour-de-force. 

Schulman’s Cinematheque 
programs screen on succes¬ 
sive Saturdays at 8 p.m. at the 
Eye Gallery, 1151 Mission St.

Early fans of Two Nice 
Girls may remember Laurie 
Freelove from the band’s 
1989 debut, Two Nice Girls. 
However, shortly after that al¬ 
bum arrived on record racks, 
changing the course of wom¬ 
en’s music forever, Laurie left 
the group. 

Proving once again that 
major labels will sign dykes 
as long as they rock out with 
gender-neutral pronouns, 
Freelove was signed to 
Chrysalis and recently re¬ 
leased Smells Like Truth, 
her debut album, on that la¬ 
bel. It’s a fine effort, too, 
showing off Freelove’s vari¬ 
ous talents as singer, song¬ 
writer and guitarist on cuts 
like “O My Heart,” “White 
Hail” and “Haunted.” 

Anyone expecting openly 
lesbian lyrics or girl rock a la 
Two Nice Girls, however, 
will be disappointed. The 
closest you get on Smells 
Like Truth is a remake of 
“Heaven on Earth,” which ap¬ 
peared on 2NG’s first album 
and the lovely love song 
“Getting Closer.” 

Though Smells Like Truth 
has many good moments, par¬

Perhaps hearing Elizabeth 
Fraser coo this tune so many 
times has forever soured my 
ears to anyone else’s rendi¬ 
tion, but it’s plain that given 
Freelove’s desire to strike out 
on her own, she should stick 
to her own material and do 
just that. 


Queen Latifah 
Nature of a Sistah 
(Tommy Boy) 

Although it was the 1989 
release All Hail the Queen 
that put Queen Latifah on the 
musical map, it’ll be her new¬ 
er album, Nature of a Sistah, 
that keeps her on it. 

At 21, Latifah is, however, 
much more than a rapper 
made good. She’s also a role 
model for young women of 
all colors, a fine musician and 
a woman with enough style 
of her own to continually pull 
off creating new ones, all in 
her honor. And on Nature of 
a Sistah, the Queen does just 
that, ripping through the raps 
from first cut to last, melding 
straight-up rap jams with reg¬ 
gae, house, R&B and enough 
messages behind the music to 
let her listeners know that the 
future of rap, as well as that 
of women’s music, is in good 
hands. 

From her scolding of sex¬ 
ism in “Latifah’s Had It Up to 
Here” to the woman-positive 
“That’s the Way We Flow” to 
the sexy, Madonna-inspired fi¬ 
nal cut, “How Do I Love 
Thee,” the Queen proves once 
again that strong women can 
take on the male-dominated 
music biz and emerge tri¬ 
umphant, all the while spin¬ 
ning out some of the best 
dance tunes of the last few 
years. Long may she rule!

Hailing from the wilds of 
Salt Lake City, My Sister 
Jane’s delightful debut is a 
sure sign that the girl group 
is still here to stay and that 
some of the best new music 
comes from the most unlikely 
places. This eclectic mixture 
of songs written and per¬ 
formed by the five band 
members and friends is a de¬ 
lightfully eclectic first offering 
from Jane, who began to jam 
together back in 1988.

Blueprints for 

Adventurous 

Exploration

A kinetically alive new 
exhibition, “Passage 
of the Image,” is now 
on view at San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Museum of Modern 
Art. Brought over by curator 
Bob Riley from their initial 
installation at Paris’ Centre 
Pompidou, these works of 14 
international artists constitute 
blueprints for adventurous 
media exploration. 

SFMOMA has done itself 
proud by providing, almost 
without exception, ideal 
frameworks for viewing these 
unique pieces. 

If there is any miscalcula¬ 
tion, it’s in making some of 
the photographs compete 
with the tour de force videos. 
One of the points this show 
ferociously stresses is that art 
is no longer flat and inert, 
and that the hypnotic attrac¬ 
tion of the moving image 
trumps the becalmed canvas 
for good. 

The one brilliant success is 
Thierry Kuntzel’s Ete (Dou¬ 
ble Vue) (“Summer/Double 
View”). As the viewer enters 
a darkened room, to the right 
is a small video screen on 


which unfolds for 7Vi min¬ 
utes a wide angle, long shot, 
Renaissance perspective vi¬ 
sion of a man on a couch pe¬ 
rusing a picture book. Beyond 
French doors are the grounds 
of an elegant estate. 

The camera never moves 
and there are no cuts. The 
only action occurs at the end 
when a second figure, a slim 
young woman androgynously 
tomboyed out, enters the 
room and brushes by the 
reader.This gesture evokes 
the Annunciation angel 
Gabriel of traditional reli¬ 
gious paintings. 

To the left of the viewer, 
comprising the same time 
frame, is a huge video screen 
on which a segment of what 
can be seen on the right 
screen is blown up to compar¬ 
atively massive proportions. 
Instead of remaining immo¬ 
bile and at wide angle, the 
camera glides sensuously and 
provocatively in detailed 
close-up over the action — in¬ 
cluding glimpses of the 
Baroque art on the pages that 
the man is reading — and ends 
on the man’s eyes closing in 
mystified rapture. 

The viewer’s physical

stance between the two im¬ 
ages that face each other rep¬ 
resents “normal” space — as 
opposed to the “too small” or 
“too big” representational al¬ 
ternatives of Lewis Carroll’s 
Alice. The gender blending of 
a female dressed as a boy 
wags a finger at the standard 
operative force of angels as 
boys, while Mary’s transfor¬ 
mation into a solid black 
man in its turn flaunts and 
disrupts any art history ex¬ 
pectations. This installation is 
a masterpiece that is as satis¬ 
fying. yet disturbing, in its 
form as it is in its narrative 
buoyancy. 

New Forms of Visuals 

Scarcely less appealing is 
the hellzapoppin’ alcove de¬ 
voted to master Chris Marker. 
The great French filmmaker 
(La Jetee, Sans Soleil) empha¬ 
sizes here his commitment to 
new forms of visuals laced 
with interpretive novelty. His 
potpourri Zapping Zone (Pro¬ 
posals for Imaginary TV) 
consists of 13 video monitors, 
seven Apple computers, four 
light boxes for 35 mm slides 
and a multiplicity of intrigu¬ 
ing photographs. Marker’s 
breathtaking media kitchen 
encourages the strolling view¬ 
er to pick and choose, select 
and focus, play and direct 
20th-century technology’s up- 
to-date toys and artifacts as an 
alternative to passive visual 
consumption. The strains be¬ 
tween anguished, documen¬ 
tary political protests, cute cat 
snaps and the everyday banal 
is knee-slappingly diverse. 
The space propels freedom 
and the very best aspect of 
artistic anarchy and is, appro¬ 
priately enough, the last stop 
on the line. Nothing after this 


media funhouse could top it. 

Bill Viola’s Passage is an¬ 
other on-the-mark assem¬ 
blage. This Old Dark House

Birthday Party is approached 
from a distance, like a Horror 
House amusement park ride. 
One sidles down a long corri¬ 
dor to confront 26 minutes of 
kiddie celebrations single¬ 
framed out to 6 V 2 hours in 
deformed blow-up enhance¬ 
ment. 

Sonic gurgles and booms 
contribute to the lively dispar¬ 
ity between the work’s be¬ 
nign “text” and its diabolical 
presentation. 

Elvis and 'Platoon' 

I loved the entry foyer’s 
Cinema 81 by Dan Graham, 
a glass-paneled model theatre 
replete with Super 8 mm 
snips of Elvis’ G.I. Blues. 
Ditto the theatrically inviting 
Black and White by Canadi¬ 
an John Massey. Here projec¬ 
tions of faces from Platoon, 
Brownie snapped by the artist 
at his local Bijou, filter on and 
off a fluid Grecian sculptured 
mask, to the aural accompani¬ 
ment of explanations of the 
portraits’ original settings in 
the film. 

Both the Graham and the 
Massey utilize the normative 
Hollywood narrative as jump¬ 
ing-off points for pointedly 
other visual explorations. 
This seems to be one of the 
constants of the “Passage” 
show: how film can be meta- 
morphosized into valid, per¬ 
sonal art. 

The only openly gay artist 
represented, Marcel Oden- 
bach, in his Die Einen den 
Anderen (which recalls the ti¬ 
tle of the 1919 pioneering gay 
cinema classic, One Like the 
Others) flanks a simple, large 
video image of back and forth 
pans of a candlelit chandelier, 
with two conventionally sized 
monitors of more complex 
imagery of furtive drug deals 
among Third World youth, 
folk dancing and circus 
manque balancing acts. Oden- 
bach calls it a “bitchy little 
piece,” but in competition 
with the Marker, the Kuntzel 
and the Viola, its flamboy¬ 
ance and inspiration seem 
comparatively muted. 

No matter. There’s enough 
stimulatingchallenge and res¬ 
onance distributed amongst 
these rooms to make a SF¬ 
MOMA visit de rigueur in 
the coming weeks. ▼

Program Three Debuts at SF Ballet 

Entertaining Matters

S everal of my colleagues 
sniffed, in print and 
otherwise, when refer¬ 
ring to San Francisco 
Ballet’s repertoire (and danc¬ 
ing) included in Program 
Three last week. And al¬ 
though I missed opening 
night, I found last Thursday’s 
performances to be thorough¬ 
ly entertaining — and a wel¬ 
come antidote to too much 
soggy weather. 

It’s true there’s only one 
new ballet (for San Francisco 
audiences) on the program. 
But the dances in 
Balanchine’s Who Cares? — a 
seamless assemblage of move¬ 
ment set to songs by George 
Gershwin — are so enjoyably 
witty and sophisticated they 
send your spirits flying. Who 
Cares? is a delight for anyone 
who’s not ashamed to have 
fun. It’s also a good introduc¬ 
tion to Balanchine without 
the greater artistic (or musi¬ 
cal) complexities of his other 
ballets. 

Who Cares? was danced 
with remarkable zest — by an 
ensemble of 10 corps dancers 
in the ballet’s first half and by 
four principals (Sabina Alle- 
mann, Shannon Lilly, Katita 
Waldo and Ashley Wheater) 
in the second. Confident and 
seemingly lighter, Allemann, 
in particular, is looking terrif¬ 
ic this season. 

Also, the music for Who 
Cares? is strictly instrumen¬ 
tal, helping audiences focus 
on what’s happening on the 
stage and diluting any poten¬ 
tial for nostalgic preoccupa¬ 
tion with Ira Gershwin’s tune¬ 
ful lyrics. The SF Ballet Or¬ 
chestra, led by Denis de 
Coteau, played with notable 
enthusiasm and color. 

A Dose of the Dreary 

But in case you really 
need a dose of the dreary, 
Program Three also includes 
a repeat of last year’s Dark 
Elegies, choreographed by 
the late Antony Tudor. The 
ballet, as one may recall, is 
set to Mahler’s Kindertoten- 
lieder and concerns the 
mourning of parents whose 
children have recently died. 

This year Elegies is 
danced with greater maturity 
and, hence, a more convinc¬ 


ing grief from the performers. 
Solos by Edward Ellison and 
Grace Maduell were especial¬ 
ly notable for the dancers’ 
depth of anguish without 
histrionics. 

But, for me, the ballet re¬ 
mains interminably long and 
lifeless. And its continued 
representation in the ballet 
repertoire is due, I believe, 
less to artistic merit and more 
to a guilty belief that ballet 
“needs” Tudor’s exercises in 
self-flagellation. 

Complaints (and differ¬ 
ences in taste) aside, one of 
the biggest turn-ons at SFB 
these days is watching what’s 
happening in the corps — be¬ 
cause nearly all of the compa¬ 
ny’s most junior dancers are 
so very good. And that’s pre¬ 
cisely what captured my in¬ 
terest in the program’s first 
ballet, a repeat of Helgi 
Tomasson’s Haffner Sympho¬ 
ny (premiered during last 
summer’s Mozart and His 
Time festival). 

Elizabeth Loscavio and 
Antonio Castilla (the ballet’s 
featured principals) do make 
a lovely pair, everything is so 
crisp and technically self-as¬ 
sured. But the ballet, al¬ 
though an admirable attempt 
by Tomasson, is not nearly as 
complex or interesting as 
Mozart’s music (“Symphony 
No. 35 in D Major, K. 385”). 
And the decor, a leafy 
(sponge-painting?) backdrop 
with side curtains (designed 
by Santo Loquasto) leaves 
one slightly nauseated from 
too much moldy emerald 
green. 

The dancing does, howev¬ 
er, provide ample opportunity 
for considering the talents of 
10 corps dancers and two 
soloists (who perform roles of 
equal value within a group 
ensemble). Two corps kids 
whose careers look extremely 
promising are Galina Alexan¬ 
drova, originally from 
Moscow and the Bolshoi Bal¬ 
let, and Duncan Cooper, from 
the Bay Area and a graduate 
of the SFB School. Alexan¬ 
drova is charmingly sprite¬ 
like, and Cooper dances with 
an extra flourish of perfor¬ 
mance-induced pleasure. His 
profile, clean finishes and 
height suggest the makings of 
the company’s first African- 
American prince. ▼ 


Local 

Heroes

A fter weeks of guest 
conductors and star 
instrumentalists, the 
San Francisco Sym¬ 
phony has returned to busi¬ 
ness as usual with Music Di¬ 
rector Herbert Blomstedt on 
the podium and solo assign¬ 
ments given to regular or¬ 
chestra members. 

Geraldine Walther, princi¬ 
pal violist for 16 years and 
strong local favorite (her 
name even crops up in Herb 
Caen’s column), essayed Wal¬ 
ter Piston’s Viola Concerto 
with her usual endearing 
blend of modesty and flaw¬ 
less technique. She brought 
the somewhat two-dimension¬ 
al work to vivid life and un¬ 
derscored the importance of 
including American com¬ 
posers on subscription con¬ 
cert bills. 

Piston’s music has always 
given pleasure, but his place 
outside the avant-garde has 
prevented him from achiev¬ 
ing a wide currency. Per¬ 
formed alongside less conven¬ 
tionally popular pieces by 
Brahms and Schubert, the Vi¬ 
ola Concerto shone like the 
well-constructed and interest¬ 
ing score it is. 

Regardless of detractors, 
Blomstedt and company 
know how to devise satisfying 
concert programs. It is diffi¬ 
cult, if not impossible, to 
please everyone, but the pre¬

sentation of rarer works by 
favorite composers seems a 
good compromise, and famil¬ 
iar as the signature tune of 
Brahms’ Variations on a 
Theme by Haydn may be, it 
is infrequently performed. As 
a rousing and lovingly 
phrased curtain raiser, it set 
the stage nicely for Walther’s 
appearance. 

Epitome of a Type 

Walter Piston seems the 
epitome of a certain “Ameri¬ 
can” type — low-key New 
Englander with warm 
Mediterranean roots hovering 
close to the surface. His music 
is formal and lucid, but also 
flows with a lyrical grace and 
quick flashes of passion. 
Soloist and conductor were in 
close harmony with the spirit 
of the Viola Concerto, and 
many in the appreciative au¬ 
dience were surprised at their 


enthusiastic response. 

Ms. Walther comes close 
to gawkiness in her stage de¬ 
meanor and seems charming¬ 
ly ill at ease with all the atten¬ 
tion (getting her to accept a 
solo bow is practically impos¬ 
sible), but that only makes the 
crowd like her more. It’s a lit¬ 
tle like seeing your sister as 
class valedictorian. After 16 
years, we certainly know she 
has the talent, and it is grati¬ 
fying to see Mr. Blomstedt 
utilizing her extraordinary 
gifts. 

Of course, it is the music 
director’s duty to draw from 
strength and correct 
weaknesses. Edo de Waart 
had an ambitious vision for 
the orchestra, but he some¬ 
how never quite captured the 
audience’s undivided loyalty. 
Blomstedt appears to be capa¬ 
ble of working his players to 
best advantage and inspires 
admiration from the sub¬ 
scribers. Some critics feel he 
may be approaching the end 
of his usefulness; calmer 
heads think the benefits are 
unfolding at just the right 
speed. 

International Respect 

The San Francisco Sym¬ 
phony’s spectacular series of 
recordings for London/Decca 
has won international respect 
for an orchestra that has re¬ 
mained in the top ranks of 
the second string for too long. 
The prestigious Grammo- 
phone Magazine award for 
Best Orchestral Recording of 
1991 went to Blomstedt’s 
champion release of Nielsen’s 
Symphonies Two and Three. 
The maestro is lauded for al¬ 
ways finding just the right

1992, should be my departure 
date and that no reason exist¬ 
ed for further delaying my 
public announcement.” 

Frohnmayer told the Na¬ 
tional Endowment for the 
Arts staff that during his 2 x h 
years with the agency, “we 
have improved ourselves — 
our processes and procedures 
— the perception and reality of 
fairness, inclusion and access. 
We have not accepted content 
restriction nor have we black¬ 
listed artists or favored some 
ideas over others. This inde¬ 
pendence — both from critics 
and artists — is essential to 
our future health and success 
as an agency.” 

Frohnmayer acknowl¬ 
edged the “difficult” years 
and thanked the NEA staff 
“with every fiber of my be¬ 
ing.” 

“And I leave with opti¬ 
mism — with a fundamental 
belief in the goodness of the 
American people and the abil¬ 
ity of our society to right it¬ 
self,” Frohnmayer said. “I 
leave with the belief that this 
eclipse of the soul will soon 
pass and with it the lunacy 
that sees artists as enemies 
and ideas as demons.” 

Much of the NEA monies 
given to artistic groups go to 
established operations with a 
small portion going to more 
avant-garde artists and per¬ 
formers. But it was this sec¬ 
tion that led to major battles 
with Sen. Jesse Helms (R-NC) 
over the agency’s funding. 

Buchanan Applauded 

As a sign of the NEA con¬ 


troversy, presidential candi¬ 
date Patrick Buchanan re¬ 
ceived warm applause from a 
conservative gathering Feb. 
20 when he listed the NEA as 
one area where he would cut 
funding for “subsidizing both 
filthy and blasphemous art.” 

“I really don’t care what 
Andres Serrano does with his 
bodily fluids or what Mr. 
(Robert) Mapplethorpe does 
with that bullwhip, as long as 
we taxpayers don’t have to 
pay for it,” Buchanan said, re¬ 
ferring to two artists who 
have long been criticized by 
the right wing. 

In an aside referring to the 
controversial arts endowment 
program, Frohnmayer said, “I 
believe that adequate federal 
government support of the 
arts, free of content restric¬ 
tions, is vital to our education¬ 
al, economic, community and 
intellectual success as a coun¬ 
try. 

“When I leave government, 

I expect to work in the pri¬ 
vate foundation or legal 
world for the growth and en¬ 
richment of our society — for 
quality art, for less hate and 
for a generosity of spirit that 
allows us to live with our dif¬ 
ferences in real community.” 

The Christian Coalition, 
founded by the Rev. M.G. Pat 
Robertson, hailed the resigna¬ 
tion. Ralph Reed, the coali¬ 
tion president, called Frohn¬ 
mayer “a victim of his own 
reckless and criminal insensi¬ 
tivity to the moral sensibili¬ 
ties of the American taxpay¬ 
er.” 

The coalition, which 
claims 150,000 members in 46 
states, took some credit for 
the resignation, noting the re¬ 
cent flap over NEA funding 
of two books, Queer City and 


Live Sex Acts. 

Those books contained one 
poem describing Jesus Christ 
performing oral sex on an al¬ 
tar boy and a poem called 
“Wild Thing” about the beat¬ 
ing and gang rape of a wom¬ 
an. The coalition called it 
“tax-funded pornography.” 

Tom DiMaria, executive 
director of Frameline, the 
non-profit gay media arts or¬ 
ganization that sponsors the 
annual San Francisco Interna¬ 
tional Lesbian and Gay Film 
Festival, called Frohnmayer 
“no true friend of the art com¬ 
munity. Although his depar¬ 
ture is troubling, because it 
will signify an even more con¬ 
servative trend at the NEA, 
his ousting by the Bush ad¬ 
ministration (some rumors 
contend that Frohnmayer was 
forced to resign by White 
House Chief of Staff Samuel 
K. Skinner) is Bush throwing 
a bone to Republican conser¬ 
vatives and that certainly is 
bad news for lesbian and gay 
artists and organizations like 
Frameline.” 

On the subject of Frohn¬ 
mayer’s possible replacement, 
DiMaria cited Anne Radice, 
currently in upper manage¬ 
ment at the NEA, as the can¬ 
didate most likely. He stated 
that she has been at the NEA 
since March and, according to 
insiders, was handpicked to 
succeed Frohnmayer. De¬ 
scribing Radice as “very con¬ 
servative” and definitely “not 
good for lesbian and gay 
artists,” DiMaria said that she 
had been “partially responsi¬ 
ble for the difficulties that 
Frameline’s having with the 
NEA.” ▼ 
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Holly Hughes 
Speaks Out

Holly Hughes, the lesbian 
playwright and performance 
artist who was one of four 
artists defunded by the NEA 
in one of its most hotly debat¬ 
ed controversies, offered 
these thoughts in a recent 
B.A.R. interview on the 
Frohnmayer resignation. 

“I think he should have 
been thrown out by pressure 
from the art world two years 
ago,” Hughes said. “Bush is 
going to put some horrible 
ideological conservative per¬ 
son in there — maybe that will 
unify opposition. But even a 
month ago, I said go ahead 
and apply — now I’m not so 
sure.” 

Hughes believes the NEA 
is important “because it’s one 
of the places where the right 
wing feels they can test their 
principles. Rather than deal¬ 
ing with the savings and loan 
bail out, they get upset about 
a $5,000 grant to Highways; 
they get to see how far they 
can go with eroding free 
speech.” 

Calling what’s happening 
with the right wing “catas¬ 
trophic,” Hughes said, 
“There’s a new fascism that 
Bush plays into because he 
has no belief beyond staying 
in power. There have always 
been areas historically where 
the right clamps down first. 
In any sort of fascist regime, 
certain laws can be tried out 
on marginal populations and 
then expanded — they’re on 
the books. 

“Rust vs. Sullivan (the re¬ 
cent abortion case) is so dis¬ 
turbing. If government money 
is involved in an area, then 
that government can limit 
speech. Of course, it’s always 
been de facto, but now there’s

a law on the books upholding 
it. What are the ramifications 
for anyone with any respect 
for civil liberties? Any 
marginalized groups?” 

The playwright thinks that 
Bush has always seen the 
NEA “as a throwaway. In his 
heart of hearts, he’s probably 
a moderate Republican, but 
his desire for power and re- 
election will override that. 
What’s going to happen be¬ 
cause of Buchanan in the race 
is that Bush will see what ar¬ 
eas he can appeal to conserva¬ 
tives in.” 

Concerning Frohnmayer 
and media coverage of the 
NEA, Hughes says that her 
feeling is that in a crisis, 
“someone who is spineless is 
as bad as you can get. If it 
were not for all the scrutiny, 
he would have been a pleas¬ 
ant diplomat. He could be 
nice at wine and cheese par¬ 
ties. The mainstream press re¬ 
ally favors Bush and Reagan 
and belittles the Democrats. 
I’m fed up with mainstream 
media.” ▼

tempo and the orchestra is cit¬ 
ed for their “enthusiasm of 
first discovery” and “splendid 
concentration and fire.” 

Herbert Blomstedt is also 
known for his sure hand with 
the music of Richard Strauss, 
and the symphony’s compact 
disc of An Alpine Symphony 
serves as living proof. Small 
wonder that the recent perfor¬ 
mances of Ein Heldenleben 
(A Hero’s Life) were so suc¬ 
cessful and will soon be 
recorded. If audiences and 
critics want more from a mu¬ 
sic director, I suspect it has 
more to do with show busi¬ 
ness than actual musicianship. 

Blomstedt secured playing 
of the highest possible order 
from the often tenuous horn 
section, and the brass per¬ 
formed with thrilling accura¬ 
cy and power. Most pleasing 
of all was Concertmaster Ray¬ 
mond Kobler’s sterling re¬ 
sponse to the difficult, almost 
concertante aspects of the vi¬ 
olin solos. 

I have chided Kobler in 


the past for thinness of tone 
and lack of individuality, but 
his recent performance justi¬ 
fied his important position 
with the orchestra and 
showed his growth as a per¬ 
former. With first chairs like 
him, Geraldine Walther, 
Michael Grebanier (cello), 
William Bennett (oboe), 
Stephen Paulson (bassoon) 
and A. David Krehbiel 
(horns), the San Francisco 
Symphony stands a very good 
chance of achieving the kind 
of recognition given the Or- 
chestre Symphonique de 
Montreal under Charles Du- 
toit. Another example of an 
insightful director inspiring 
good players to exalted 
heights for remarkable 
recordings. 

After the moving and thor¬ 
oughly exciting Heldenlebens, 
one senses that the best is yet 
to come. The only flaw in a 
near perfect performance was 
an overly enthusiastic audi¬ 
ence member who applauded 
too quickly at the stunning 
conclusion. It was easy to for¬ 
give, however; it is wonderful 
to know the real heroes can 
be local ones. ▼

ing our right to free speech 
we were somehow abridging 
the big studio’s. As though we 
have the power of a big stu¬ 
dio. 

Right. Though I wonder, 
shouldn’t we be concerned 
about how we’re perceived, 
even if the perception might 
be unjust? I think that the 
script of Basic Instinct, 
however the movie turns 
out, was a special case and 
deserved special action, but 
I wouldn’t want to have us 
mucking around in every 
last script doing line edits. 

Absolutely. There’s a huge 
danger when there is a cli¬ 
mate of censorship and 
groups are trying to shut 
down various productions as 
we’ve seen the Far Right try¬ 
ing to do. Their agenda is a 
far-reaching one — Cardinal 
Mahoney (of Los Angeles) has 
joined with fundamentalists 
to call for a revival of the Hol¬ 
lywood Code (which banned 
mention of homosexuality). 

The way it is now, we’re 
the ones who are much more 
likely to be censored out first. 
It’s much more important that 
we preserve our ties with the 
creative community than to 
jawbone them ... than we try 
to shut down a specific pro¬ 
ject. 

Basic Instinct, I agree with 
you, was a special situation, 
because they had ample 
warning that the community 
was distressed. They told 
GLAAD/LA that they were 
making major changes to the 
script, which we didn’t ask 
for but that they said they 
were making. And they go to 
San Francisco of all places — 
where lesbians and gays have 
gone to escape harassment — 
and it was very much like the 


Nazis marching in Skokie. 

We need to educate people 
about what the First Amend¬ 
ment really is. It’s a prohibi¬ 
tion on government abridg¬ 
ment of free speech. It’s not a 
prohibition against one citizen 
yelling at another citizen. Mel 
Gibson made the bizarre 
statement that by publicizing 
his homophobic interview in 
a Spanish newspaper that 
the (U.S.) press was abridging 
his right to have an opinion. 
People are very unaware of 
what the Constitution is really 
about. 

Those who would like to 
eliminate us from the screen 
— or at least keep the depic¬ 
tions negative — are far bet¬ 
ter equipped than we are, 
wouldn’t you say? 

We don’t have governmen¬ 
tal power, we don’t own major 
studios. We only have the 
right to air our views, and ba¬ 
sically what groups like 
GLAAD have been seeking is 
equal access to the market¬ 
place of ideas. 

There are hundreds of 
Christian radio stations around 
the country. There are a lot of 
Christian TV stations and su¬ 
perstations beaming anti-gay 
material 24 hours a day. We 
don’t have anything approach¬ 
ing that kind of access. 

What’s amazing to me is 
that if you read the old 
Hollywood Code, which 
Mahoney et al. want to bring 
back, and then read the Con¬ 
stitution, you realize how 
diametrically opposed these 
two documents are. 

Yes, and the truth is the in¬ 
dustry really didn’t have a 
problem with it back then. No¬ 
body was yelling about the 
First Amendment. The studios 
realized they were putting out 
a commercial product and so 
they were willing to give the 
(Catholic) church what it want¬ 
ed to preserve their market. 

Back then, though, one

pie — all they’d get for their 
trouble would be an empty 
dance floor. 

Don Baird is one of the 
few gay DJs in town who 
does play Nirvana (not just 
“Smells Like Teen Spirit” ei¬ 
ther), the Pixies and a slew of 
other boss rock ’n’ roll bands. 
At the Rock ’n’ Roll Queer 
Bar and, most recently, at 
Skin, Baird attempted to 
prove that gays and rock mu¬ 
sic do mix. But the demise of 
both clubs (due to poor pro¬ 
motion, among other things) 
has got even Baird wondering 
if that isn’t true. 

“Rock ’n’ roll is the music 
of rebellion, and it’s always 
seemed kind of natural to me 


for gays to embrace it,” he 
says. “But gays have come to 
expect from their nightclubs 
the constant beat of disco or 
house or whatever is the cur-

rent dance sound. Queers, in 
my opinion, are all a bunch of 
wussies.” 

Way to Go-Go 

Go-Go Chanel — he of the 
chartreuse pantsuits and 
Doris Day wigs — combats the 
queer club scene’s wuss factor 
with wildly schizophrenic mu¬ 
sic mixes. On a recent 
evening at Klubstitute, 
Chanel spun some pummel- 
ing rock ’n’ roll and also 
mixed in Mrs. Miller’s “Chim 
Chim Cher-ee,” Earl Scruggs’ 
“Dueling Banjos,” Shonen 
Knife’s “I Like Choco Bars” 
and the theme from The 
Courtship of Eddie’s Father. 
It was like disco night at a 
queer insane asylum. 

DJs at other gay clubs offer 
up safer, more predictable 
mixes. Uranus occasionally 
spikes a set with some indus¬ 
trial grunge but mainly sticks 
to a routine house blend, as 
does the Box. Colossus spins 
’80s Europop and what’s usu¬ 
ally referred to as “high 
NRG,” music that should nev¬ 
er be heard outside the con¬ 
fines of an aerobics class. 

There really is no excuse 
not to spin rock ’n’ roll, al¬ 
though gay DJs continue to 
invent ones. Perhaps the most 
ludicrous one I’ve heard was 
from the DJ who said, in ef¬ 
fect, that rock music’s links 
are to the macho, monster- 
truck concept of straight cul¬ 
ture, and therefore it has no 
place in gay clubs. To these 
folks, rock pioneer and un¬ 
abashed queen Little Richard 
would no doubt squeal, “Girl¬ 
friends, puh-leeeeeze.” ▼

ty is not sufficiently educated 
about the seriousness of the 
threat. People will occasional¬ 
ly get upset over a particular 
image or script, but I’m not 
sure they realize the number 
of fronts on which we’re being 
attacked. 

How can the community be 
educated? That the danger is 
there, that action is neces¬ 
sary? I sometimes feel the 
community thinks that 
GLAAD is shrieking too 
much. How do you counter¬ 
act that? 

Oh, yes, GLAAD hears that 
all the time. ... The only way I 
get comforted is by looking at 
other civil rights movements, 
especially the experience of 
African Americans in this 
country. It took a number of 
years and the actions of far¬ 
sighted individuals to rally 
people and to explain to them 
just what the mechanisms of 
their oppression were. 

It’s even harder for our 
community, because there is 
so much internalized homo¬ 
phobia— though that internal¬ 
ized hatred isn’t unique to our 
community. ... It’s just been in 
the last few years that our 
community as a whole has be¬ 
come more organized and 
more educated about the is¬ 
sues. 

We know we have a right 
to ask for more from Holly¬ 
wood. Sure, it was great when 
the era of gay invisibility end¬ 
ed, but when we see lesbian 
and gay characters consistently 
portrayed in a negative light, 
we know we have a right to 


push for change. 

What about the notion that 
all gays have done by 
protesting Basic Instinct is 
to help publicize the film? 

Actually, there was a very 
conscious choice, on the part 
of GLAAD anyway, not to 
make a big cause out of films 
that we know aren’t going any¬ 
where at the box office. The 
films we targeted were films 
like The Silence of the Lambs 
and Basic Instinct, which are, 
number one, vital to the stu¬ 
dios that are producing them, 
and for which we know the 
advertising/publicity budget is 
huge, where we wouldn’t be 
adding to the box office, we 
would just be latching onto the 
PR machine that already ex¬ 
ists. 

You can get a hell of a lot 
of mileage by becoming a part 
of the story, a sidebar to a 
piece about a major film be¬ 
cause big films get on all the 
TV shows and get written up 
in every publication. With Ba¬ 
sic Instinct, there are people 
within the industry who think 
the protests are going to hurt 
at the box office. 

Tactics are important, 
though. I am proud of the ef¬ 
forts of groups like GLAAD, 
which has as members indus¬ 
try veterans who advise us 
about the best ways to work 
for change. There’s no reason 
our community shouldn’t take 
advantage of the expertise, the 
wealth of knowledge sympa¬ 
thetic industry members have 
when we’re going up against 
multimillion dollar adver¬ 
saries. ▼ 


group — the Catholic Church, 
as you’ve mentioned — had 
the clout to force Hollywood 
into enforcing the code. I 
wonder now if because the 
people who want to “clean 
up” pictures are a loose con¬ 
federation at best if they re¬ 
ally will be able to bring 
back censorship. 


It’s a loose confederation, 
but they do have power. 
They’re obviously electing 
public officials. The right-wing 
Christian fundamentalists are 
now working with conserva¬ 
tive Catholic and Jewish 
groups ... and they may never 
succeed at a national level, but 
they are instituting local rat¬ 
ings boards. 

What Hollywood fears the 
most, because it would re¬ 
quire a different cut for ev¬ 
ery town. 

And it’s happening. It may 
be that if these boards prolifer¬ 
ate — these people are very 
powerful at the local level — 
then as a compromise some 
sort of national code could 
come back. 


Sounds like all of those con¬ 
ditions are already in place, 
particularlyrwith all of the 
Reagan-Bush states-rights 
judges in the courts.

A nnual rituals took 
place Feb. 22 both 
north and south of 
Market that saw four 
more-than-just-leather-orient- 
ed people elevated to royalty.
